A gay former organist and choir di¬ 
rector for St. Francis Lutheran

people who perished when TWA Flight

port on July 17. 

Former choirmaster and St. Francis 
Lutheran Church organist David Hogan 
was returning to his Paris home - and his 
partner Christian - when he was killed in 
the explosion, according to The Reverend 
James Lokken, a retired Lutheran pastor 
and St. Francis member. 

“David was a very talented and inter¬ 
esting person,” Lokken said. “He was on 
our staff from 1991-1993.” 

An internationally renowned compos¬ 
er, the 47-year-old Hogan was working 
on an Easter commission for Grace Epis¬ 
copal Cathedral, according to associate 
Cathedral organist Christopher Putnam. 

An earlier composition for Episcopal 
evening services that Hogan composed 



for the Cathedral has since become a 
standard among Episcopal choirs, Put¬ 
nam said. 


Hogan was also working on music for 
the theatre - including a play by French 
playwright Coline Serreau, according to 
news reports.

Gay arson suspect only 
guilty of false confession, 
says lawyer

arryl Geyer, the Ohio teen 
'I who police say has con- 
' fessed to setting a deadly 
fire in San Francisco last month, 
has pleaded not guilty to the 
charge, and has a mental disorder 
that makes him compulsively 
confess to crimes he did not com¬ 
mit, his attorney says. 

Geyer, 19, remains held with¬ 
out bail at the Hall of Justice fol¬ 
lowing his June 10 arrest on arson 
and murder charges, stemming 
from a blaze at 1101 Bush Street 
in which 75-year-old Delores De 
Leon jumped to her death from a 
fourtJi-story window. 

“They don’t have a case. He’s 
absolutely not guilty,” said attor¬ 
ney Kenneth Quigley. “He’s con¬ 
fessed to between ten and 15 fires, 
some of which never occurred.” 

Geyer is charged with three 
other fires and auto theft, but after 
he was arrested, police say he took 
them on a tour of places where he 
had set earlier fires. Investigators 
also said Geyer had a fetish for 
setting fires in men’s bathrooms, 
and rarely used accelerant. 

Quigley said an inner compul¬ 
sion similar to an obsessive-com¬ 
pulsive disorder, and a desire for 
attention, forced his client to con¬ 
fess to crimes he did not commit. 
“What he is is a needy kid,”

Quigley said. “What the cops 
needed was to have a suspect ar¬ 
rested for this case. They wanted 
a case so bad; he wanted attention 
so bad. 

“They found each other in a 
fantasy.” 

District Attorney Chief Inves¬ 
tigator Dan Addario disputed 
Quigley’s characterization of 
Geyer - even though he admitted 
investigators “were deeply person¬ 
ally touched” by the youth’s ac¬ 
count of an abused and troubled 
past. 

“This guy really got to us, but 
if he did what he is charged with, 
he is a definite menace out on the 


street,” Addario said. “It’s definite¬ 
ly a problem.” 

His mom did it 

Geyer was arrested on July 10 
during a stakeout at the home of a 
gay Redwood City friend, after 
successfully eluding capture for 
several weeks. He had also been 
arrested a week earlier on auto 
theft charges, when an off-duty 
San Francisco police officer spot¬ 
ted him at Disneyland in a once- 
in-a-lifetime fluke. However, after 
his Redwood City friend posted 
bail on the charge, Geyer fled 
southern California. 

According to police, Geyer ex¬ 
pressed remorse for the 1101 
Bush Street fire, asked for psycho¬ 
logical help, and was placed on a 
suicide watch after his booking at 
the Bryant Street Hall of Justice. 

The attorney also told the Bay 
Area Reporter he was concerned 
that police questioned Geyer, de¬ 
spite Quigley’s insistence that the 
suspect not be questioned with¬ 
out his presence and approval. Po¬ 
lice have denied the allegation. 

Quigley also said that although 
police mentioned Geyer had a 
previous arrest for arson in Ohio, 
his client had been found to be 
“factually innocent of the charge.” 

“I believe his mother started 
that fire,” he said. 

A preliminary hearing has not 
been set for the case. T

ity Attorney Louise Renne 
r ^ is “looking into” allegations 

r raised last week that openly 
gay candidate for Muni Court 
judge Matthew Rothschild has 
campaigned for the post while on 
the job as a Deputy City Attorney. 

Renne also said Rothschild will 
take a “long-planned” leave of ab¬ 
sence from his city post at the end 
of July until after the November 
election. 

“Any time allegations of inap¬ 
propriate behavior involving a 
deputy city attorney are raised, we 
have a procedure we follow. We 
always look into it,” Renne told 
the Bay Area Reporter July 22. 

“Charges are easily made. We 
always try to find out what’s the 
truth. It’s very important that not 
only the reputation of the office, 
but the reputation of Matthew 
Rothschild, be intact.” 

Renne’s handling of the inci¬ 
dent may be fodder for critics who 
say Rothschild’s position is a 
sinecure for political favors - in¬ 
cluding endorsements - she re¬ 
ceived from Rothschild, his cam¬ 
paign manager Robert Barnes, and 
the Democratic Central Commit¬ 
tee during her own successful race 
against Neil Eisenberg in 1993. 

The allegations that state elec¬ 
tion laws may have been broken 
surfaced when a member of the 
Richmond Democratic Club 
complained that Rothschild called 
June 19, urging him to vote for the 
candidate during the RDC en¬ 
dorsement vote. 

Charles Lance returned the call 
at one of the two numbers left in 
Rothschild’s voice mail message - 
and was surprised when he 
reached the candidate at his direct 
line in the City Attorney’s office. 

“He asked me if my wife Helen 
and I would come down and 
vote,” Lance said.

A review of Rothschild’s June 
19 time sheet indicates he billed 
the city for more than eight hours’ 
work that day. 

Rothschild told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the charges “are not 
true,” and declined further com¬ 
ment on the record. 

Barnes: ‘Low-lifes’ 

Robert Barnes, Rothschild’s 
campaign manager, flatly dis¬ 
missed the allegations as dirty po¬ 
litical tricks. 

“It’s a political hit. We’re sur¬ 
prised that it came in this early, 
but it helps the campaign,” Barnes 
told the Bay Area Reporter, adding 
the allegations were “irrelevant 
and will have absolutely zero im¬ 
pact on the election.” 

Barnes had especially harsh 
words for Tsenin supporter John 
Dunbar, who requested Roth¬ 
schild’s time sheets and phone 
logs from the City Attorney’s of¬ 


fice last week. 

Dunbar has received the time 
sheets - but not Rothschild’s 
phone logs, although Renne told 
the Bay Area Reporter thdt she be¬ 
lieved they were “in process.” 

“With low-lifes like John Dun¬ 
bar supporting Kay Tsenin,” said 
Barnes, “how could we lose?” 

The flap is the latest controver¬ 
sy to hit Rothschild’s campaign, 
which suffered a blow earlier in 
the year when the San Francisco 
Bar Assocation rated him “un¬ 
qualified” for the post. 

The Bar Association rated op¬ 
ponent Tsenin “qualified,” but 
gave its highest recommendation 
to candidate Ron Albers, who 
came in a losing third with 35,953 
votes to Tsenin’s 43,888 and Roth¬ 
schild’s 44,493. 

Barnes was also blasted earlier 
in the campaign for controversial, 
but apparently successful, cam¬ 
paign signage drawing attention to 
Albers’s endorsement by the local 
Republican party - even though 
Rothschild’s campaign bought 
space on several Republican party 
endorsement slate-cards. 

“Sometimes campaigns get hot 
and heavy,” Renne told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Apparently this is 
one of them.” 

If the charges are true? 

“We’ll cross that bridge when 
we come to it,” Renne said.V

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E. Bay teen held in assault on Castro stylist

A Castro district hair stylist 
required 20 stitches after 
he was brutally attacked in 
broad daylight just two blocks 
from the Walnut Creek BART 
station last week. 

Bill Manis, 28, had traveled to 
Walnut Creek from his Castro 
neighborhood home July 13 to 
get a haircut at a popular East 
Bay salon and participate in a 
hair and fashion show. 

“I walked from the Castro to 
the BART station at 16th and 
Mission. I hopped on BART and 
got off at Walnut Creek,” Manis 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I had 


my tools with me.” 

The attack started two blocks 
away as Manis, who stands 57” 
and weighs 130 pounds, was 
walking through a pedestrian 
crosswalk around 4 p.m. 

“I was walking down the 
street and crossing in the cross¬ 
walk. A car full of three guys was 
waiting for me to cross the street. 
They tried to run me over,” 
Manis said. 

“I don’t know why they at¬ 
tacked me, I don’t know why 
they tried to run me over.” 

The three men, all under 25, 
according to reports, were in a 
four-door 1971 Ford Galaxy, 
which slowly drove straight at 
Manis from their left turn lane 


but then swerved to avoid hitting 
him, he said. 

After one of the men in the 
car yelled anti-gay epithets, 
Manis extended his middle fin¬ 
ger in an expression of contempt 
and kept walking, he told the 
B.A.R. 

“He told me, ‘Watch where 
you’re walking, you faggot,”’ 
Manis said. “I flipped him off. It 
was reflex. 

“I’d been in Walnut Creek 
one whole minute,” he said. 

As Manis kept walking down 
the street, the three young men 
got out of the car and caught up 
with him. He was pushed and 
sucker-punched, and then hit 
again by the driver. 


A good Samaritan in a pass¬ 
ing car who saw the incident and 
came to Manis’ assistance was 
also assaulted by the driver of the 
car. 

“He jumped out of his car 
and tried to help me. The two 
people who attacked me started 
attacking him,” Manis said. 

A woman driving by provid¬ 
ed police with the license num¬ 
ber and make and model of the 
assailant’s car from her cellular 
phone as she followed the car. 

Police, fire, and paramedics 
responded to calls for assistance. 
Manis was taken to John Muir 
Medical Center in Walnut Creek 
for minor surgery to close two 
severe facial lacerations. 


Manis also reports that the 
position of his teeth has shifted 
because of the force of the blow 
to his jawbone and said that two 
dental nerves are now exposed. 

“My whole jaw is still sore,” 
Manis said. 

An 18-year-old Contra Costa 
County youth involved in the at¬ 
tack later turned himself in to 
Walnut Creek police and re¬ 
mains in custody at the Martinez 
Detention Center on assault 
charges. The case has not yet 
been charged as a hate crime. 
The driver has not yet been ar¬ 
rested. 

Walnut Creek police were un¬ 
available for comment at Bay 
Area Reporter press time. ▼

resident Clinton dropped by the Bay 
Area Tuesday to make a welcome an- 
nouncement about AIDS drugs - 
well, actually, he came to pick up a few mil¬ 
lion dollars in contributions, which may be 
why he was so suffused with generosity. In 
any case, he proposed an increase in the 
amount of money the federal government 
is to contribute to AIDS Drug Assistance 
Programs (or ADAP, as they are better 
known), thereby acknowledging a few 
things that the gay community has known 
for some time. 

First, that medicines need to be taken to 
be effective; second, that the prices of most 
AIDS remedies are far beyond the reach of 
many - probably most - people living with 
HIV; and third, that it is the government’s 
obligation to those people to help. 

The announcement was laudable, but it 
is still far from being a genuine accom¬ 
plishment - and we remember the differ¬ 
ence between a Clinton campaign promise 
and a Clinton presidential act. We hope this 
proposal doesn’t run into the opposition of 
the gays-in-the-military issue; experience 
indicates it would not be worth it to Clinton 
to spend any of his political capital on it. 

The increase, if and when it comes, will 
already be too little and too late; neverthe¬ 
less, it is a huge improvement. As triple 
therapy becomes the standard of care for 
people with HIV, the costs associated with 
simply not dying climb higher than what is 
generally thought of as a living wage. 

Fortunately, the Senate’s determination 
to give the Pentagon $10 billion more than 
it even had the nerve to ask for indisputably 
proves there is more than enough money in 
the public purse to pay for ADAP. 

Clinton’s opponents in Washington are 
debating the state of the national economy 
this week, urging Bob Dole to make a flat in¬ 
come tax part of his election year message. 
To do so would probably just drive another 
nail into the Dole campaign, and that’s not a 
terrible thing; on the other hand, if they 
went beyond simple advocacy of the plan, all 


the way to its enactment, it would drive nails 
into America. 

It is no accident that the flat tax propos¬ 
al was first floated by Steve Forbes, a name 
synonymous with “fortune,” and al¬ 
though the best rhetoric money can 
buy may make the concept seem 
fair, it isn't. Their argument that , 
rich people shouldn’t pay a 
greater percentage share than the 
rest of us for the goods and services 
they get from the government sounds 
okay until you consider the larger pic¬ 
ture. The costs associated with 
living in America include more 
than taxes: individual duties, 
fees, and other hidden charges 
of government may be small - but they all 
add u. Think of it this way: the price of a dri¬ 
ver’s license obviously equals a much high¬ 
er percentage of a week’s income for people 
on the dole than it is for Bob Dole; and a 
bridge toll that costs the equivalent of a day’s 


food for some families is less than a single 
serving of food for Steve Forbes’s pets. 

It’s important to remember that taxes 
aren’t presents to the government. They are 
rent. And the people who are fighting hard¬ 
est to reduce their rent payments are 
the very ones who have benefited 
most from living here. 

We’d say shame on them, but their 
shamelessness is so obvious we’d be 
ashamed to bring it up. 

Finally, one more thought to con¬ 
sider when you hear people dis¬ 
cussing flat taxes: the result 
would be a loss of millions of 
dollars to charitable organiza¬ 
tions. If the tax code no longer 
allowed people to write off their contribu¬ 
tions, the contributions would stop. That 
won’t make life any more difficult for the 
super-rich who are so in favor of the change, 
probably. But it would be a disaster trickling 
down upon the rest of the country. ▼ 




The oral sex debate: We 
deserve both sides of the story

/ magine you’ve just tested HIV-positive 
If after 18 months of engaging only in re- 
; ceptive oral sex (occasionally with 
cum). AIDS educators tell you you’re a sta¬ 
tistical fluke, that although oral sex certain¬ 
ly doesn’t carry zero risk, transmission by 
that route is still rare, with only a handful 
of cases confirmed nationwide. 

Now imagine your anger upon learning 
that in the last few years several prominent 
university AIDS researchers have found that 
oral sex does pose a significant risk of in¬ 
fection. But you were never told. Even when 
you attended community meetings billed as 
a discussion of the “research and science on 
the risks of oral sex,” you were never told. 
Imagine your anger. 

At a community forum on oral sex spon¬ 
sored by the STOP AIDS Project and others 
last January, a dedicated panel of experts ig¬ 
nored any evidence that indicates receptive 
oral sex poses a significant risk for HIV 
transmission - not for malevolent reasons, 
but for what they consider valid public pol¬ 
icy concerns: they’re worried that if gay men 
are given the full story, they’ll conclude oral 
sex is the equivalent in risk to anal sex, and 
will abandon safe sex altogether. 

But even the most pessimistic study on 
oral sex (a 1992 report from the University 
of Michigan) concludes that oral sex poses 
at most one-sixth the risk of anal sex. 

Even so, AIDS educators feel compelled 
to ignore such research and to minimize the 
risks involved. We’re told that only three 
cases of oral transmission have been 
“recorded” by the San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment, and only 17 confirmed by the 


CDC nationwide, out of 513,000 AIDS 
cases. (In the early eighties we were also told 
the chance of getting “the gay plague” was 
the same as being struck by lightning.) 

The truth is that neither the City 
Health Department nor the CDC even at¬ 
tempts to document transmissions by spe¬ 
cific sexual act, oral or otherwise, on a 
citywide or nationwide basis. The limited 
number of “recorded” oral transmissions 
come from a few published studies that 
assume you were infected through 
anal sex even if you report 200 in¬ 
cidents of unprotected oral sex 
and only one incident of protected 
anal sex 18 months before sero- 
converting. This “masking effect” 
grossly underestimates the risk of 
oral sex. 

US educators also 
never mention a major 
1993 study by UC Berke¬ 
ley and the San Francisco 
Health Department - the most comprehen¬ 
sive one on the subject to date - which 
found that 17 percent of newly-infected gay 
men reported engaging only in oral sex 
since their last negative HIV test. We’re not 
told that the California State AIDS Office 
warned in 1991 that “a significant and in¬ 
creasing number of cases of oral sex trans¬ 
mission are being reported...” Nor that three 
percent of newly-infected males at San 
Francisco testing sites reported oral sex as 
their only risk factor. 

Tomorrow night the STOP AIDS project 
will sponsor another forum. This time we 
need to hear both sides of this issue, not to 
scare gay men away from safe sex but to 
allow each of us to make up our own minds 
about what risks are acceptable. 


Some may feel an activity that poses 
one-sixth the risk of anal sex is acceptable. 
Others may want to modify their oral sex 
practices. Not necessarily by giving up oral 
sex entirely, but by reducing their number 
of partners, choosing partners presumed to 
be uninfected, avoiding ejaculation or vagi¬ 
nal fluid, or engaging in unprotected sex 
only in a monogamous or well-defined 
committed relationship - preferably after 
both partners pass two HIV tests at least 
three months apart. 

Of course, some would say mentioning 
these strategies in safe-sex litera- 
ture or in gay community forums 
would be “sex negative” and 
“sero-fascist.” But with lives at 
stake, we ought to just state the 
facts and let people decide 
for themselves. 

And without concrete 
numbers, rational risk- 
assessment by anyone is 
virtually impossible. Classifying oral sex as 
“low risk” is meaningless at best - and, at 
worst, amounts to a Good Housekeeping 
Seal of Approval. 

In the early eighties, 20 percent of gay 
men in San Francisco were infected at a 
time when the government and most gay 
leaders were downplaying the overwhelm¬ 
ing evidence of sexual transmission. Let’s 
not repeat that mistake when it comes to 
oral sex and HIV transmission. ▼

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Animal pawns 

Matthew Sharp’s June 27 article, “Why America 
Supports Animal Testing,” is yet another example of 
why animals should not be used as pawns by AIDS 
activist groups to promote their agendas. 

The article states, “The mother-to-infant AZT 
transmission study in macaque monkeys is an excel¬ 
lent example of successful animal research. This study 
showed that the drug AZT can prevent transmission 
of HIV during pregnancy....” If we accept that state¬ 
ment as true, what are the real-life implications for 
humans? 

Human studies show: 1) Only approximately one- 
third of HIV-infected mothers who don’t use AZT 
will have a child who develops AIDS. 2) One study 
suggests that AZT can reduce the HIV transmission 
rate from one-third to one-fourth in HIV-infected 
pregnant women. If we’re to follow the animal study’s 
alleged conclusion, all HIV-infected pregnant women 
would be treated with AZT. We would then be treat¬ 
ing fetuses with a highly toxic chemotherapeutic drug 
when two-thirds of the fetuses would never have con¬ 
tracted AIDS without the drug. 

This is an example of successful animal research? 
As an African-American, I must point out that the 
majority of HIV-infected pregnant people are people 
of color. This animal study is an “excellent example” 
of attempted genocide. Animals are being sacrificed 
to support the AIDS activists’ corporate drug compa¬ 
ny sponsors, profiteering.

Animal sacrifices 

Bob Roehr’s article on AIDS activists versus ani¬ 
mal rights groups in Washington, D.C. (June 20) cer¬ 
tainly could not be considered news reporting. More 
precisely, it could be called an editorial piece, and 
should have been labeled as such. Such one-sided cov¬ 
erage does your news(?)paper a disservice. The head¬ 
ing “Got crypto? Thank ALF” particularly pointed out 
his lack of objectivity, and seeks to fan the flames of 
division rather than report accurately on this impor¬ 
tant issue. If you’ve “got crypto” you should blame the 
Republicans in Congress and the lobbyists who have 
kept the Clean Water Act from being amended. Cryp¬ 
tosporidium and other impurities can be filtered out 
of the water supply. More research isn’t needed, we 
already know that crypto is deadly! Killing thousands 
more animals wouldn’t have kept the water supply 
from becoming contaminated in Milwaukee or any¬ 
where else, but clean water laws will. 

As a gay man who has lost over 20 friends to AIDS, 
and most recently my mother to complications from 
diabetes, I am still diametrically opposed to animals 
being used (tortured) for research. When will we step 
out from this dark-ages mentality that says animals 
must be sacrificed to save a human life? The ethical 
issue of cruelty aside, animals simply have not proven 
to be reliable scientific models. For example, in the 
early 1960s tests were performed where rats were ex¬ 
posed to overwhelming amounts of tobacco smoke 
and guess what, they never got cancer! The tobacco 
industry used this data for years to counter the 
charges that cigarettes cause cancer. More recently, 
there have been 25 drugs which kept rats from get¬ 
ting strokes. In humans, none of these drugs was ef¬ 
fective. 

Grasping at straws and sacrificing anything in 
your path to find a cure for AIDS will not magically 
make it happen. Being against animal research does 
not = death for the human race - in fact, it just may 
have the opposite effect. We won’t know until there is 
a moratorium on using animals. Then researchers 
will use computer models and other methods which 
may produce better and more reliable results. Years 
and years of animal testing have not found a cure to 
cancer, diabetes, multiple sclerosis, AIDS, or any 
number of other diseases. Only when we try new ways 
will real advances be made.

Caesar, and he became the star, with Belle 
reduced to two supporting characters. 
The young Belle was played by the won¬ 
derful actress (and belter) Virginia Mar¬ 
tin, who had previously won a Tony 
Award for her role as the secretary in 
How To Succeed. 

My friend, Swen Swenson, was nominated for a 
Tony Award for his show-stopping song and dance, 
“I’ve Got Your Number.” The show and that number 
was choreographed by the great Bob Fosse. Swen used 
to say, with some pride and a chuckle, that it was the 
first male striptease on Broadway. As he sang and , 
danced, he untied his tie and loosened his shirt. Then 
he took one of the garters off his shirt sleeve, and 
tossed it at Young Belle, as he finished the song and 
went over and picked her up and carried her off stage

people that he stopped the show almost every night 
with that number and his terrific performance! 

Swen was also the only cast member from the N.Y.

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Milk melee revisited 

Re your 7/11 article on the investigation of Paul 
Melbostad’s campaign activities while serving on the 
Ethics Commission, 1 chose not to comment publicly 
because the matter will be deliberated by the com¬ 
mission and the City Attorney in private. However, 1 
will comment about one of the allegations in your 
article. 

Melbostad again exhibits a lack of ethics in at¬ 
tempting to retaliate for my complaint against him by 
smearing my name in the B.A.R. Paul grossly and 
wrongly alleges that 1 lodged the complaint against 
him because he is Knapp’s lawyer, the man he alleges 
I assaulted and battered at a caucus meeting of the 
Harvey Milk L/G/B Democratic Club. 

I find it hard to believe that Knapp has not termi¬ 
nated Melbostad as legal counsel. Why would Ted re¬ 
tain Paul when he invites renewed scrutiny of his 6’3” 
client’s assault on 5’0” Martha Knutzen, the Milk 
Club’s past president, and her 4’11” partner, Fran? 

Here are the facts, witnessed by me and others pre¬ 
sent: Ted, along with Jeff Sheehy and other Milk 
members, began yelling at Martha during a Milk Club 
Labor Caucus meeting. Martha and Fran tried to 
leave the hostile meeting, but Ted ran around them, 
stood in the doorway and physically trapped them. 
Not only was he preventing them from leaving, but 
he continued to yell and scream at them. Seconds 
later, Ted pushed Fran aside, while continuing his 
threatening behavior. Fran screamed for help. I came 
to Fran’s assistance, as did another bystander, and 
tried to restrain Ted. Rather than step back and let 
them pass, Ted continued to yell and scream at them, 
and physically lunged at Martha, even though he was 
being restrained! 

For the record, I acted to stop Ted’s assault on 
Martha and Fran because Fran yelled for help and I 
believed they were in imminent danger. Milk Club 
President Jeff Sheehy contributed to the out-of-con- 
trol meeting by doing his own yelling at Martha while 
other elected officers sat passively by. 

The current leadership of the Milk Club bears 
much responsibility for this ugly issue being re-aired. 
It should have been dealt with in a mature manner in 
which the Club allowed an open discussion of the in¬ 
cident. In fact, a committee was initially set up to in¬ 
vestigate the assault and issue a report as to what Milk 
would do in the future to prevent this type of inci¬ 
dent from reoccurring and to protect all its club 
members. Instead, the issue was evaded. The Execu¬ 
tive Board stopped the process and issued a “gag 
order,” supposedly at the advice of Paul Melbostad, 
who was quoted at the meeting as saying that the 
matter could not be discussed at all because interest¬ 
ed parties were in the middle of binding arbitration. 
A motion to have a report issued by the committee 
failed. Fran and Martha have not received an apolo¬ 
gy from the Milk Club leadership. Milk has taken no 
action to prevent this type of assault from happening 
again. Milk Club officers and executive committee 
members continue to remain silent in the face of an 
assault against two women. And now, Paul Melbostad 
freely slurs my name in the B.A.R.y while most Milk 
Club members do not know what to believe. 

The yelling at, and the physical intimidation of, 
Martha and Fran were upsetting both for them and 
their friends. Many now regard the Milk Club as un¬ 
safe because Ted remains the Treasurer despite protes¬ 
tations that the message is: There are no serious conse¬ 
quences for violent behavior - even against women. 

I believe that Melbostad is not being ethical in ex¬ 
plaining complaints against his own lack of judgment 
by making allegations against me and by twisting and 
re-highlighting his client’s past transgressions, while 
failing to disclose his own role in the Milk Club’s fail¬ 
ure to address the safety of its members.

The only slogan of interest I heard at this disgrace 
concerned the need for a third party. There is nothing 
I deplore more than hearing the old tired “2-4-6-8s.” 
Drives me up the wall. But in the long run, even a 
weak but nationally existing third party would do so 
much good for this country. Look at the Greens in 
Germany. They are way too small to elect a chancel¬ 
lor, however they can elect 20 to 30 percent of the 
Bundestaadt. This often gives them leverage when the 
major parties are stuck on a particular issue. 

How many times are we going to see the word 
“Gridlock” in a headline, and be disgusted by our 
country’s failure to make any new progress, without 
being amenable to the idea of a third party? 

It need not be “nutty,” “dogmatic,” “communistic,” 
or “anarchistic,” it needs only to be a good alternative 
to the existing status quo. There couldn’t be a better 
time to bring up this subject. It’s too late to foist a last- 
ditch third party on the public in this cycle. I just 
hope that when we are out voting hollowly, choice- 
lessly for Clinton this November 5th that we might 
also be preparing ourselves to be willing to vote for 
an eventually national, sensible third party. 

It seems like it’s in the air, and the gay communi¬ 
ty with its voter base and press and community re¬ 
sources could play such a major part in it. If it would 
just coalesce...

Meet Candidate Dole - 
and her husband!

s Bob Dole, the GOP ’s pres- 
' idential nominee-in-wait- 
ing, was trying to ignore his 
73rd birthday this week, his cam¬ 
paign salvage team was down¬ 
playing the age factor by eagerly 
handing out medical reports as¬ 
suring America’s voters that their 
man was “not too old” to lead the 
country into the next century.

Indeed, some party loyal¬ 
ists are whispering that the best 
thing the aging Dole could do 
is to abruptly step aside 
and throw the nominat¬ 
ing process wide open, 
giving a chance to the 
more popular Jack 
Kemp, someone like 
Arizona Senator 
John McCain, or any 
of a half-dozen 
well-known 
Republicans 
who might ac¬ 
tually give President Bill Clinton 
a fight. But that won’t happen, 
folks - and everyone, whether in 
San Diego or Chicago, knows it. 

Can the Republican Party sur¬ 
vive this election after losing the 
White House again - and maybe 
the Congress? Well, not if Bob and 
Libby Dole keep appearing on 
nationally televised shows such as 
Larry King, like they did last 
week. It was Bob Dole at his most 
woefully pathetic. 

Clearly, the Republicans are 
about to nominate the wrong 
Dole. During last week’s hour- 
long joint appearance by the cou¬ 
ple, it was Mrs. Dole, respected by 
both Republicans and Democrats 
as an unusually able politician, 
who was in charge. As one na¬ 
tional columnist put it, “Libby 
Dole was playing Kathie Lee to 
his Frank Gifford,” speaking for 
her husband in answer to most of 
King’s questions, finishing his 
sentences, reminding him contin¬ 
ually of his “message,” telling 
viewers what “Bob Dole believes,” 
etc. 

Reportedly, Dole campaign 
honchos watching the show at na¬ 
tional headquarters ground their 
teeth. “Nancy Reagan,” sighed 
one young campaign executive. 
“Norse Ratched,** snapped one 
of Dole’s speechwriters. 

Ed Roliins, the respected GOP 
consultant, told a reporter that “it 
must be painful for Elizabeth to 
watch Dole struggle to even find 
his voice.” As for the Democrats, 
Clinton campaign aides, who 
have spent nearly four years fight¬ 
ing the perception that Hillary 
Clinton is somehow too scary 
and powerful, clearly cherished 
Libby Dole desperately playing 
ventriloquist for her hubby. After 
Dole unwisely snapped at the 
popular Katie Couric, one Wash¬ 
ington insider sarcastically com¬ 
mented that “your heart really 
goes out to an aging, retired vet¬

When 
serving on New York’s City Coun¬ 
cil, Ms. Molinari repeatedly voted 
against gay/lesbian issues, and her 
father, who she calls her “hero” 
and preceded her in her congres¬ 
sional seat, was notorious as an 
openly homophobic politico. 

Rep. Molinari, chosen because 
she is a “rising star” within the 
GOP, is mildly pro-choice but def¬ 
initely not “pro-abortion.” You 
can bet the house that she will be 
parading her three-month-old 
baby back and forth across the 
convention podium.

Los Angeles’ popular Mayor 
Richard Riordan became the 
most prominent Republican 
statewide to announce opposition 
to the California Civil Rights Ini¬ 
tiative Prop. 209, unlike fellow Re¬ 
publicans Pete Wilson and Dan 
Lungren, who support it. 

GOP Rep. Bob Barr, sponsor 
of the “defense of marriage” bill, 
was mouthing off last week that 
he will make sure “America will 
not be the first country in the 
world that throws the concept of 
marriage out the window.”

I ’ve received a newsletter and 
lengthy cover letter from one 
Carrie L. Drake, self-described 
homophobe. She says she is a ho¬ 
mophobe not “in disrespect of in¬ 
dividuals who choose same gen¬ 
der relationships, but only as an 
expression of political opposition 
to the sexual belief system pro¬ 
moted by homosexual activists ... 
more concerned with issues of 
identity than genuine rights,” 
Once “a strong believer in both 
liberal Christian theology and the 
homosexual causes,” she is now an 
atheist. She once hoped the gay 
movement would promote athe¬ 
ism and secular humanism 
through its criticism of religious 
fundamentalism. Now she sees 
the movement as a religion aim¬ 
ing to “force taxpayers to support 
myths about sex for which there is 
no objective biological proof” - 
indulgence good/restraint bad, 
sexual orientation is inborn (for 
which there’s biological sugges¬ 
tion). She resents being labeled a 
bigot for opposing state sanction 
of this “religion” and hoped I 
would read her materials “as a 
thinking person and not a sell-out 
to a sexual agenda.” Thinking per¬ 
son that 1 am, I read - and applied 
reason to her case for her politics. 

Around the time her packet 
reached me, Drake had a letter in 
the Chronicle criticizing the call to 
rename Douglass Elementary 
School the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy as a move to pro¬ 
mote a sexual agenda. I lived in 
Harvey Milk’s district, and voted 
for him both for State Assembly 
and Board of Supervisors. As a su¬ 
pervisor, he served his diverse 
constituency - and The City in 
general - most admirably, aware 
all the while of the high likelihood 
he would be assassinated for being 
an openly gay man with power.

Act of cowardice 

To avoid memorializing a city’s 
martyr because his romantic and 
sexual intimacies were with other 
men is to insult his memory. It 
also shows extremely poor judg¬ 
ment: the gender of one’s roman¬ 
tic/sexual partner(s) is hardly a 
better indication of character than 
one’s good works as neighbor and 
citizen. Unless, of course, one 
has a “sexual agenda” of her 
own to push, like a prurient, 
voyeuristic, inappropriate in¬ 
terest in other people’s sex¬ 
uality. Making heterosexual¬ 
ity a litmus test for re¬ 
spectability is not an 
act of reason but an 
act of cowardice, as 
was President Ford’s 
canceling the 
White House 
ceremony 
honoring the 
San Francisco Vietnam vet who 
foiled an assassination attempt, 
upon discovering the man who 
saved his life was gay. 

Granted, renaming the school 
a “civil rights academy” from “el¬ 
ementary school” is a gratuitous, 
smarmy, self-righteous act of self¬ 
promotion that makes no sense. 
An academy for learning what, 
about civil rights? How to pro¬ 
mote them? This is an elementary 
school, not a trade school for pe¬ 
tition circulators. 

Any civic memorial of Harvey 
Milk should honor him not as an 
activist but as an American and a 
San Franciscan: he treated all cit¬ 
izens with respect and dignity, 
and acted on the belief that city 
government was of them, for 
them and by them. That Harvey 
Milk we should honor and pledge 
to emulate 

Drake says the gay movement 
is not about human rights be¬ 
cause we concentrate on one 
group’s issues rather than human 
rights for everyone (despite Ur- 
vashi Vaid’s vision in Virtual 
Equality). But somebody has to - 
lesbians have a long history of 
being approached to support 
“mass-movement” “coalitions” 
which, if they considered lesbian 
issues at all, always had something 
more pressing that moved us to 
the bottom of their laundry lists. 
Thus our focus on issues that af¬ 
fect our lives, including our legit¬ 
imate fight against the criminal¬ 
ization of the private sexual con¬ 
duct of consenting adults. 

Rational basis 

Our history also demonstrates 
the rational basis for our struggle 
for equal rights. The early ho- 
mophile movement sought to aid 
scientific research into the etiolo¬ 
gy of same-sex attraction in hopes 
that understanding would lead to 


tolerance. 

In 1957, Dr. Evelyn Hooker of 
UCLA tested the notion of our al¬ 
leged psychological deficiencies 
by asking psychologists to study a 
number of profiles and pick out 
the gays’ profiles from the 
straights’. No one in her study 
could do so. Over the next 15 
years, study after study demol¬ 
ished the myths of homosexuals 
as inherently unhealthy or 
psychologically unsound, 
as harmful parents, as a 
threat to sexually abuse 
children. 

Indeed, one study found 
lesbians better adjusted 
on the whole than het¬ 
erosexual women. 
Drake, on the other 
hand, claims 
the homosex¬ 
ual agenda 
“has taken the 
use of sex as a source of power, 
exploitation, corruption and cyn¬ 
icism to unprecedented depths” - 
yet offers no corroboration. 

Delving deeper into her trea¬ 
tise, I find an equation of same-sex 
orientation with “a propensity to 
be ruled by their sex organs in¬ 
stead of their brains.” Homosexu¬ 
als, as opposed to, say, straight 
men? (Meow, hiss!) “People might 
say that I’m ignorant,” she says, “to 
believe that homosexuality (ho¬ 
mosexual sex) causes disease, par¬ 
ticularly AIDS.” Yes, they would, 
and they’d be right. Microbes 
cause disease, and in most of the 
world, heterosexual sex is what 
transmits those microbes. I find 
nothing scientific about homo¬ 
phobia as a “healthy fear of homo¬ 
sexuality and its pathologies [sic].” 
If this is reason, one could make a 
better case for female heteropho¬ 
bia. After all, relationships with 
men can be extremely dangerous 
to women and their children. 

Homophobes have the right to 
find same-gender sex“yucky” and 
debate proposals made by gay 
and/or AIDS activists - our politi¬ 
cians have produced some real 
eye-rollers. But if they’re going to 
trash pur aspirations to equal 
guarantees to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness (including 
sexual happiness) based on rea¬ 
soning as sloppy as Carrie 
Drake’s, they will surely get called 
bigots. The respect Drake claims 
to have for gay individuals is in¬ 
compatible with sexually objecti¬ 
fying us and opposing civil rights 
measures with bad science and 
slipshod reasoning. 

Perhaps Drake reacts in part to 
those who want not only rights 
but recognition as being “fabu¬ 
lous.” Me? Homophobes can dis¬ 
like me and trash my theories of 
sexuality - just get the hell out of 
the way of my rights. ▼ 
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November ballot may 
change board elections

D espite concerns from some 
members of the Board of 
Supervisors that returning 
to district elections will lead to a 
“Balkanization” of the city into 
sub-groups, the matter will be put 
before the voters this November - 
along with a second alternative to 
elect the members of the board, 
using a complicated preference 
voting method. 

The board voted 7-4 at its 
Monday, July 22 meeting to put 
the district election charter 
amendment on the ballot. Under 
that plan, voters would select su¬ 
pervisors based on a division of 
the city into 11 geographical dis¬ 
tricts. The election of Harvey 
Milk as an openly gay man was 
made possible by district elections 
in 19TK, political analysts agree, 
but many people now worry it is 
unnecessarily divisive. 

The supervisors also voted 10- 
1 to place the preference voting 
measure on the ballot. Either 
measure, if approved by voters, 
would take effect January 1,2000. 

The two proposed ways of 
electing supervisors came about 
as a result of Proposition L, which 
voters approved in 1994. The 
measure called for the creation of 
an elections task force that would 
consider placing options on the 
ballot for voters. 

Last year the task force recom¬ 
mended four different ways to 
elect supervisors, but the board 
rejected all of them and directed 
the task force to narrow the op¬ 
tions. The district and preference 
voting methods that the board 
approved Monday are the results 
of the task force’s work. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who has also worked extensively 
on the matter, urged his col¬ 
leagues to approve both proposals 


for the ballot. 

“This has been around long 
enough, it’s a matter for the elec¬ 
torate and it’s a question the elec¬ 
torate can decide,” he said. 

Supervisors Susan Leal, Amos 
Brown, Barbara Kaufman, and 
Mabel Teng voted against the dis¬ 
trict election amendment, citing 
concerns that supervisors should 
represent all of San Francisco. 

I’m concerned about any 
Balkanization that may come 
about in our city,” Leal said. 

Brown agreed, “District elec¬ 
tions are to be questioned. Dis¬ 
tricts could lead to Balkanization, 
factions, and be divisive. I hope 
we can develop and master the 
pronoun ‘we.’ 

“I’m sick and tired of seeing 
divisions.” 

Kaufman added that she feels 
the city already has enough prob¬ 
lems with ethnic and neighbor¬ 
hood groups pitted against each 
other. 

“We were elected to represent 
everyone in the city,” she said. “We 
represent the city at large, and 
care about every neighborhood 
and every group.” 

Supervisor Sue Bierman said 
that although she doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily support either district or 
preference voting, she believes 
voters want a return to district 
elections. 

“The voters spoke, and what 
they spoke for is district elec¬ 
tions,” Bierman said. “A person 
running can really focus on peo¬ 
ple and they certainly can cam¬ 
paign and really know the area.” 

She added that supervisors 
elected in district elections would 
still have to represent all of the 
city and know about the whole 
city, because items that come be¬ 
fore the board need a minimum 
of six votes for approval. 

The more complicated prefer¬ 
ence voting plan involves voters

ranking their preferences, de¬ 
pending upon how many seats are 
up for election. Then, using a 
mathematical formula, a voter’s 
preference is counted when it 
helps the candidate. 

For example, if the number 
one candidate selected by a voter 
already has enough votes to win, 
the voter’s second preference vote 
would be counted instead. If that 
candidate already has enough 
votes, or there is no way the can¬ 
didate would win, the voter’s third 
preference would be counted. The 
basic concept is to maximize each 
person’s vote. 

“My preference is for prefer¬ 
ence,” Leal said. “The Chinese 
community is no longer confined 
to Chinatown, the Hispanic com¬ 
munity is no longer confined to 
the Mission, the gay and lesbian 
community is no longer confined 
to upper Market. 

Bierman said she finds the pref¬ 
erence voting method confusing. 

“I can’t for the life of me un¬ 
derstand preference voting,” she 
said, “and I’m not ready to give a 
plan for voters to vote on that I 
can’t understand.” 

“Preference voting is confus¬ 
ing,” Kaufman acknowledged, 
“but preference voting covers a lot 
of what people care about. When 
voters voted, I don’t believe they 
said districts. I think preference 
voting is the best cross between 
districts and at-large voting.” T

Invest in your future

^ new mutual fund called the 
Meyers Sheppard Pride 
Mm Fund was launched in June, 
with approximately $100,000 in 
seed money, to invest in publicly 
traded stocks of companies with 
socially responsible and progres¬ 
sive policies towards gays and les¬ 
bians. 

“What we’re doing is ground¬ 
breaking,” according to portfolio 
manager Shelly J. Meyers, presi¬ 
dent of Meyers Sheppard & Co., 
LLC, a Beverly Hills-based invest¬ 
ment management firm. “This is 
the first fund to focus on gays and 
lesbians.” 

It’s intended to encourage 
companies to adopt corporate 
policies supportive of civil rights 
equality for gays and lesbians. 
This includes offering equal em¬ 
ployment opportunities and 
equal job benefits for mar¬ 
ried couples and domestic 
partnerships. 

The Pride Fund 
was conceived, in 
part, as a tool to help 
change corporate cul¬ 
ture and make politi¬ 
cal gains to¬ 
wards elimi¬ 
nating dis¬ 
crimination 
against gays and lesbians. “I am 
convinced that economics drive 
politics,” says Meyers, also a board 
member of the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center in 
Los Angeles. 

Pride Fund is the brainchild of 
Meyers, a former analyst and as¬ 
sistant portfolio manager at the 
Los Angeles offices of Boston 
Company Asset Management, 
Inc. Her investment partner is Les 
Sheppard, a former sales and mar¬ 
keting executive with the Federal 
National Mortgage Association, 
better known as Fannie Mae. 
Pride Fund transactions are ad¬ 
ministered by Furman Selz LLC, 
based in New York City. 

Meyers views gays and lesbians 
as a virtually ignored market 
niche in the $3 billion mutual 
fund industry. The Pride Fund is 
only the first of a family of mutu¬ 
al funds that she plans to launch, 
with similar social responsibility 
investment criteria. “I personally 
won’t be happy until we get this

into the hundreds of millions of 
dollars in investments,” she 
says. 

The $1,000 mini¬ 
mum investment for 
the Pride Fund is in¬ 
tended to make it 
widely accessible to 
the gay and lesbian 
community. 
However, 
the fund’s 
total 2.25 
percent in administrative and 
other expenses are considered 
high, compared to most mutual 
funds. 

Underinvested gays 

“Most gays and lesbians either 
don’t invest or are underinvested; 
and the biggest issue facing this 
community in 15 years will be re¬ 
tirement and senior care,” says 
Meyers. 

The Pride Fund will buy stocks 
in companies that it determines 
are responsive towards addressing 
the concerns of the gay and les¬ 
bian community, which is consid¬ 
ered to be one of the wealthiest 
demographic consumer groups in 
the nation. 

Stocks selected for the Pride 
Fund will mostly be blue chip 
companies from the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 Index, trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange, she 
says. The fund portfolio is expect¬ 
ed to be balanced with stocks 
from companies involved with fi¬ 


nancial services, healthcare, con¬ 
sumer durables, technologies, and 
telecommunications. 

Corporations will be moni¬ 
tored to evaluate policies towards 
gay and lesbian employees and re¬ 
lationships with gay and lesbian 
suppliers, vendors, and cus¬ 
tomers. Corporate charitable gifts 
and other philanthropic activities 
will also be reviewed, as well as 
other interaction with the gay 
community, such as advertising in 
gay and lesbian media. 

“We’re going to contact human 
resources department and execu¬ 
tive management, alter we’ve re¬ 
viewed corporate antidiscrimina¬ 
tion policies, assuming they have 
such policies or work with them to 
implement such policies,” says 
Pride Fund trustee Gwendolyn H. 
Baba, senior vice president of 
Meyers Sheppard & Co. LLC. 

Information gathered about 
corporations will be evaluated 
and used to develop a list of com¬ 
panies approved for investment, 
which will also be included in 
statement mailings to Pride Fund 
shareholders, Meyers adds. 

The first such list of companies 
with nondiscriminatory policies 
is scheduled to be released in Sep¬ 
tember, subject to regulatory 
oversight of the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission, she says. 

Although the list would be 
made public, Meyers Sheppard 
plans to keep private its commu¬ 
nications with corporations re¬ 
garding gays and lesbians. “It’s 
better to do this behind the 
scenes,” Meyers adds. “No compa¬ 
ny wants to feel like it was publicly 
forced to change its policies.” 

The Pride Fund will be a long¬ 
term investor and typically hold 
stocks three to five years. “I’m not 
going to base my trades on the 
current quarter. I’m looking to see 
what a company can do in the 
next 18, 24, or even 60 months,” 
Meyers says. T

San Francisco to seek 
2008 Olympics?

^ decade after plans to host 
p the Olympics in San Fran- 
4 cisco were shot down in a 
dispute with the gay and lesbian 
community, Mayor Willie Brown 
said Wednesday, July 17 he plans 
to have the city bid for the 2008 
Summer Games. 

Community leaders said it’s 
too early to tell if leftover bad feel¬ 
ings stemming from a dispute 
with the International Olympic 
Committee over the use of the 
word “Olympic” in the Gay 
Games athletic competition, orig¬ 
inally called the Gay Olympics, 
will sour support for the bid 
among the homosexual and les¬ 
bian community. 

Many in the community say 
the death of Gay Games founder 
Tom Waddell was hastened by the 
United States Olympic Commit¬ 
tee’s insistent litigation. 

Susan Kennedy, co-president 


of the Federation of Gay Games, 
said she thinks the relationship 
between the USOC and the gay 
community has improved in re¬ 
cent years. For example, the 1996 
Olympic torch route was changed 
and at least one venue location 
was canceled because of anti-gay 
sentiment in those areas. 


“I think that from some of the 
things that I’ve seen personally, 
that there’s been somewhat of a 
shift compared to what was there 
back in 1981-82 with that initial 
lawsuit,” Kennedy said. 

“I don’t personally see it as 
being an issue, but I could be sur¬ 


prised,” Kennedy said. 

San Francisco was considered a 
front-runner to be the U.S. repre¬ 
sentative in the 1996 bid process, 
until the dispute with the gay 
community erupted. When the 
city bowed out of the bid at the 
last minute, the field was cleared 
for Atlanta’s winning effort. 


“It’s obvious that San Francis¬ 
co didn’t have a unified force in 
coming forth with their bid, a 
USOC member said at the time. 

Brown’s tentative plan for 
hosting the Olympics would in¬ 
volve communities around the 
Bay Area, using a still-to-be con¬ 
structed stadium in San Francis¬ 
co as the hub and outlying areas 
for other events. 

If the city helps the 49ers build 
a new football stadium, assuming 
the stadium could be adapted to 
track and field, this hurdle could 
be cleared. 

Brown has “a fabulous work¬ 
ing relationship with the gay and 
lesbian community, as well as the 
leadership of the community, and 
I think problems ... could be 
worked out,” said PJ Johnston, the 
mayor’s spokesperson. ▼

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Queer Cultural Center 
wants your input at 
town hall meeting

^ he Queer Cultural Center 
^ (QCC) board will hold its 
M second town hall meeting 
Saturday, August 3 to get sugges¬ 
tions from the arts community’s 
on plans for an art and cultural 
center in San Francisco. 

“The purpose of this event is 
to seek queer artists’ and non¬ 
profit arts organizations’ input in 
assessing how the QCC can best 
serve them and the community,” 
according to QCC Board Presi¬ 
dent Pam Peniston. 

The QCC should not be con¬ 
fused with other community cen¬ 
ter efforts, most notably the Com¬ 
munity Center Project (CPP), and 
the . visitor information 
center/museum under discussion 
by the Castro Area Planning and 
Action (CAPA) group. 

“Our goal has been to develop 
and establish an arts organization 
and target a site specifically dedi¬ 
cated to promoting and preserv¬ 
ing the queer community’s cul¬ 
tural values through the arts,” 
Peniston said. 

In 1993, the center, then iden¬ 
tified as the San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Center for Art and Cul¬ 
ture, sought to acquire space for 


the project through a bond mea¬ 
sure. However, although Proposi¬ 
tion A received substantial city¬ 
wide support, it failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds majority 
needed for approval. 

Peniston said that although the 
defeat of the bond measure sig¬ 
naled a stall for the center’s plan¬ 
ners that year, it did not end 
hopes for a queer arts center. 

“It sent us back to the drawing 
board, but not to square one,” said 
Rudy Lemcke, a local artist and 
QCC board member. “We contin¬ 
ued to develop the concept and to 
form arts alliances.” 

Last year QCC joined the Con¬ 
sortium of San Francisco Com¬ 
munity Cultural Centers and con¬ 
tinued its advocacy of cultural eq¬ 
uity in the city’s distribution of 
arts funding. During last year’s 
Board of Supervisors hearings to 
revise the City Charter, the con¬ 
sortium was instrumental in win¬ 
ning support for the city’s cultur¬ 
al centers. This move has enabled 
the QCC to move ahead with its 
plans for creating a center of its 
own, Peniston noted. 

She added that Supervisors 
Susan Leal, Mabel Teng, and Bar¬ 
bara Kaufman reiterated the city’s 
commitment to maintaining the 
city’s existing arts centers through 


the newly revamped City Charter, 
and gave their support of the local 
arts community through in¬ 
creased city funding. 

Additionally, Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano has pledged his contin¬ 
ued support of QCC’s goals by 
creating opportunities for contin¬ 
ued discussion of the city’s partic¬ 
ipation in this process. 

“All of these efforts have laid 
the groundwork for some very real 
possibilities,” Peniston said. 
“While we experienced a setback 
with the defeat of Proposition A in 
1993, through our affiliation and 
work with other neighborhood 
arts centers across the city, our 
members have been able to create 
a much stronger arts community. 

“Queer artists of all kinds can 
anticipate a future which includes 
our diversity and contributions,” 
she added. “The town hall meeting 
we are planning is part of a long 
term effort to build on this. Queer 
writers, visual and performing 
artists, filmmakers, musicians, 
composers, choreographers - in 
short, anyone involved in the arts 
- is encouraged to attend.” 

The meeting will be held from 
1 to 3 p.m. at the Eureka Valley 
Park and Recreation Center, on 
Collingwood at 18th Street in San 
Francisco. T

Seize The Day! 


Drug house sold

A long and troubled chapter 
of Castro neighborhood 
history may have come to a 
close last week, with the purchase 
of the former drug house at 4197 
17th Street by Bill Drypolcher of 
Zephyr Realty. 

The site at the corner of Dou¬ 
glass Street was formerly owned by 
elderly absentee landlords Edward 
and Bernice Yap, who live in 
Hawaii, and was the subject of ear¬ 
lier drug abatement proceedings 
by the city attorney’s office. 

A Superior Court judge earlier 
this month upheld a small claims 
judgment against the Yaps, total¬ 
ing more than $90,000 in dam¬ 
ages, arising from the conditions 
at the site. 

The Yaps bought the property 
for $260,000, which is assessed a 
general property tax of an esti¬ 
mated $3,000 a year, according to 
the San Francisco Assessor’s of¬ 
fice. The house sold to Drypolch¬ 
er for $200,000. 

Drypolcher told the Bay Area

Reporter that he is now abating 
the estimated 15 code violations 
at the site, and expects to have the 
property habitable within two 
weeks. 

“Two intensive weeks,” he 
laughed. 

Among the first order of busi¬ 
ness at the site will be replacing 
garage doors and new windows, 
but Drypolcher said he hasn’t de¬ 
cided what to do next, when the 
property is livable. 

Next-door neighbor David 
Perry says that whatever it is, he 
hopes that it’s the end of his - and 


other local residents’ - woes. 

“I’m thrilled that it’s owned by 
anyone other than the Yaps,” Perry 
said, adding that he would con¬ 
tinue to monitor the site. 

Earlier this year sheriff’s 
deputies forcibly evicted the 
building’s former tenants, who 
had not paid rent for more than a 
year, after the Yaps’ attorney’s re¬ 
peated eviction attempts failed. 

During their occupation of the 
site, the squatters allegedly manu¬ 
factured and sold methedrine at 
the house and operated an illegal 
sex club in the basement. T

California logs 1,754 
hate crimes in ’95 


Lungren pontificates against intolerance

here were 1,754 reported 

^ hate crimes in California last 
year, and about half of those 
based on race were against blacks, 
state Attorney General Dan Lun¬ 
gren said Wednesday, July 17. 

Lungren said in a speech to the 
Bay Area Hate Crime Investiga¬ 
tors’ Association in Oakland that 
more than 2,626 Californians 
were hate crime victims in 1995, 
the first complete year for report¬ 
ing the crime. 

The typical hate crime was vi¬ 
olent intimidation or physical as¬ 
sault motivated by race, directed 
against blacks, and often was at a 
private residence. 

“Acts of violence are always 
sickening,” Lungren said. “Hate 
crimes are among the most trou¬ 
bling, however, because they are 
rooted in intolerance and igno¬ 
rance. The tools at our disposal 
are stronger than ever.” 

Since August 1995, the state 
Justice Department has provided 
extra help for local agencies that 
may want to file civil charges 
against a defendant instead of 
seeking criminal penalties. 

The Anti-Hate Violence Pro¬ 
ject was a response to cases where 
there is not enough evidence to 
win in criminal court and when 
prosecutors feel that criminal 
penalties are too severe. 

Lungren said California also 
has joined with other states in re¬ 
cent years to successfully defend 
the constitutionality of sentence 
enhancements for hate crimes be¬ 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court. 

His department began logging 
hate crime reports in the last six 
months of 1994, when 672 were 
reported by law enforcement offi-

dais from around the state. 

In 1995, the first full year of re¬ 
porting, 78 percent of hate-related 
attacks were violent, Lungren 
said. Of those, 38.9 percent were 
intimidations, 34.1 were assaults, 
4.9 percent robberies, 0.2 percent 


murders, and 0.1 percent rapes. 

The remaining 21.9 percent 
were property-related, and 35 
percent of all reported hate- 
crimes were at a residence. 

The report said 69.3 percent of 
the crimes were motivated by the 
victim’s race or ethnic group, 18.1 
percent by sexual .orientation, 
12.5 percent by religion and 0.2 
percent by the victim’s physical or 
mental disability. 

Lungren’s critics have accused 
him of fostering the kind of igno¬ 
rance and intolerance against gays 
that he lamented in his speech. 
Last year the attorney general filed 
a brief in support of Colorado’s 
anti-gay Amendment 2, and a 
staffer in his office filed a brief in 
another court case in which gay 
sex acts were referred to with 
some hostility as “nasty habits.” T

1997 budget request - to $117 
million - for a program that helps 
low-income AIDS patients pur¬ 
chase promising new medicines. 

Administration aides said Clin¬ 
ton will later outline correspond¬ 
ing cuts, most likely in the De¬ 
partment of Health and Human 
Services, to prevent the $65 mil¬ 
lion increase from further ex¬ 
panding the federal budget deficit. 

In explaining his decision to 
more than double an original fis¬ 
cal 1997 proposal for $52 million 
in federal funds for state AIDS 
drug assistance programs, Clinton 
pointed to recent advances in the 
development of such drugs. 

The president, in particular, 
cited “the recent evidence that 
putting certain drugs together re¬ 
ally helps to deal with the prob¬ 
lems of HIV and AIDS and to 
dramatically prolong life.” 

The state ADAP funds help 
about 69,000 low-income people 
with HIV to purchase recently 
discovered, life-extending drug 
therapies. Such beneficiaries re¬ 
ceive neither Medicaid nor pre¬ 
scription coverage through pri¬ 
vate health insurance. 

Clinton made the announce-

ment at the first of two fund-rais¬ 
ing events Tuesday evening in San 
Francisco. Guests at the first event 
were charged $1,000 apiece, while 
those attending a subsequent pri¬ 
vate reception at the home of 
Espree clothing chain founder 
Susie Tompkins were charged 
$25,000 per couple. 

Clinton announced his AIDS 
funding proposal in a speech to 
the fundraising dinner on his gen¬ 
eral campaign priorities. Speaking 
of AIDS funding, he said, “Is this 
an area where we want a weak or 
non-existing government? Is this 


an area where the government is 
the problem? I don’t think so. 

“This,” he said, “is an area 
where we’re furthering our com¬ 
mon objectives.” 

White House press secretary 
Mike McCurry denied the an¬ 
nouncement was timed to help 
mend relations with the presi¬ 
dent’s gay supporters, who bitter¬ 
ly protested his promise to sign 
legislation that would allow states

Two viatical 
companies exit 
the business

ne well-known viatical 
company has stopped pur- 
.. chasing insurance policies 
in AIDS cases because of recent 
medical advances against the dis¬ 
ease, and another has been or¬ 
dered to stop marketing in Cali¬ 
fornia after a state insurance de¬ 
partment investigation found it 
was operating illegally. 

Viatical settlement companies 
are firms that buy life insurance 
policies from the terminally ill at a 
discount of the face value, collect¬ 
ing the full benefit when the poli¬ 
cy holder dies. These companies 
are required under the Insurance 
Code to be licensed by the state 
board before transacting business 
in California. 

San Francisco-based Dignity 
Partners, Inc. suspended the pur¬ 
chase of insurance policies in AIDS 
cases July 16, citing medical advances 
that were detailed at the recent inter¬ 
national conference on AIDS in Van¬ 
couver, British Columbia. 

Some leading AIDS re¬ 
searchers reported that new com¬ 
bination drug therapies appear to 
be effective at containing HIV, 
thus possibly extending the lives 
of people who have AIDS. 


In a statement issued last week. 
Dignity Partners said that “al¬ 
though the medical developments 
announced at the AIDS confer¬ 
ence are welcome news for many, 
if the treatments are effective in 
the long term, the company’s re¬ 
sults will be adversely affected.” 

Dignity Partners, formed in 
1992, became the first viatical set¬ 
tlements company to issue stock, 
with an initial offering of 2 mil¬ 
lion shares in February that raised 
$28 million for future growth. 

Calls to Dignity Partners Chief 
Executive Officer Bradley Rotter 
were not returned. 

Unlicensed ‘Life Partners’ 

In an unrelated matter, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Insurance 
ordered Texas-based Life Partners, 
Inc. to cease marketing in Califor¬ 
nia on July 10, after an investiga¬ 
tion found that it had been illegal¬ 
ly conducting business in the state 
without proper licensing. 

The Cease and Desist Order 
was issued against Life Partners 
and its chief executive, Brian 
Pardo, alleging the company so¬ 
licited, advertised, and issued vi¬ 
atical settlements in California 
without seeking or receiving au¬ 
thority from the state to do so.

It is hypocritical of them to wear their red ribbons as they have their picture taken in front of a banner 
to herald their own importance in their latest multi-colored public relations bulletin.

Gay Assistant Commerce Secretary speaks 

Bruce Lehman: 

‘Stand up and look at 
what’s going on here’

f here’s something deceptive 
about Bruce Lehman’s ap¬ 
pearance. At first he seems 
like a mild-mannered Washington 
lawyer, which he was before he be¬ 
came the first openly gay U.S. As¬ 
sistant Secretary of Commerce. 
But when he gets started on the 
radical right or the gay communi¬ 
ty’s attacks on his boss, President 
Bill Clinton, Lehman suddenly 
drops the Clark Kent aspect of his 
personality and morphs into a sort 
of Superfoe of Clinton’s enemies, 
fighting as if he is saving the coun¬ 
try from imminent destruction. 

Lehman came to southern 
California to meet with gay polit¬ 
ical fans at a July 14 Victory Fund 
brunch in his honor, and to wave 
to applauding well-wishers as he 
rode in the Christopher Street 
West Pride parade with Stonewall 
Democratic Club President Eric 
Bauman. While he was there, he 
took time to talk to the Bay Area 
Reporter about his concerns, espe¬ 
cially the way gays and lesbians 
are putting “disappointments” 
with Clinton into perspective. 

For instance, he argued, the 
community should consider the 
Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA) 
- a bill that recognizes only het¬ 
erosexual marriages as legal 
unions, which Clinton says he will 
sign - in the political climate in 
which it was created. 

“I think we have to realize 
what’s going on here,” he said. 
“DoMA is not about same-sex 
marriage. DoMA is a right-wing 
baiting attack on our community 
and on this Administration. It is 
an effort to select a very sensitive 
issue that the Christian right and 
the conservatives in the Republi¬ 
can party know is our weakest 
point. The public is least willing 
to accept the notion of gay and 
lesbian marriage, and so they have 
raised this issue in an attempt to 
bait our community, and some 
people in our community are ris¬ 
ing to that bait. 

Lehman is aware that a num¬ 
ber of gays and lesbians concur 
with gay politico David Mixner, 


who publicly broke with his old 
friend Clinton over the DoMA 
issue. Mixner has said he will vote 
for Clinton but will not give 
money or lend any other kind of 
support - preferring instead to 
work for openly gay and lesbian 
candidates or candidates like Har¬ 
vey Gantt [See story, next page], 
whom they hope will return Con¬ 
gress to gay-friendlier hands. 

“That’s a very dangerous posi¬ 
tion to take,” Lehman said of 
Mixner’s position on Clinton. 
“This election may be very, very 
close.” 

A century of oppression 

“Bill Clinton did make it clear 
early on that at this point he is not 
in favor of same-sex marriage,” 
Lehman said. “So the real issue is, 
why is this coming to the fore¬ 
front now? It is a two-fold attempt 
on part of the right wing to appeal 
to mainstream America: to join 
the Christian Right because the 
polling shows mainstream Amer¬ 
icans do not favor this; and it is an 
attempt to fractionate our com¬ 
munity and keep us from voting 
for Bill Clinton. 

“And that means Bob Dole 
gets more votes proportionately. 
And that means we’re going to 
have more U.S. Supreme Court 
Justices like [conservative stal¬ 
wart] Antonin Scalia. We’re not 
going to have openly gay appoint¬ 
ments like me. We’re not going to 
have ENDA [Eipployment Non- 
Discrimination Act] passed, ever. 
And we’re going to see turned 
back in federal government all the 
protections we have put into place 
under this Administration.” 

“I have to look for analogies,” 
he said. “No struggle has been 
worse than the African-American 
struggle, and when you think that 
even after an enormous civil war 
and the protections that were put 
into place in the late 1860s - not 
only were all those turned back, 
we had Jim Crow laws in the 
South and lynchings, chain gangs 
- we had a century of oppression. 

“That can happen to us too. 

“And unless we are mature 
enough to understand where we 
are in our struggle - and to accept 


disappointments and press on 
and to do it with diligence - the 
same things can happen to us and 
we can go back to where the 1960s 
before Stonewall would look like 
a good period of time.” 

Dukakising Clinton 

“I think people ought to stand 
up and take a look at what’s going 
on here,” Lehman continued. 
“There is an organized, vicious 
right-wing attack. This is exactly 
the same thing that happened to 
this country in 1876 when the 
hooded Klan mounted their hors¬ 
es in the South and turned back 
what had been over a decade of 
progress. This is the modern day 
version of that and if we buy into 
it as gay and lesbian people. ... I 
can’t say the people who do that 
aren’t deserving of what they get. 
I’m certainly not going to accept 
it. I’m going to keep on strug¬ 
gling.” 

Lehman drew upon his recent 
experience of riding past some far 
right demonstrators at the pride 
parade to illustrate his points. 
“These Christian rightists who 
called me ‘Bruce-y” and made fun 
of me would do more than push 
me back into the closet,” he told 
the B.A.R.. “They’d put me in jail. 
They’d put me in a concentration 
camp if they could get away with 
it. And you have Justice Antonin 
Scalia saying he wants to interpret 
the U.S. Constitution in the light 
of majoritarian ‘Christian’ values. 

Despite DoMA - which he 
called “an attempt to ‘Dukakis’ 
Clinton by creating a Willie Hor¬ 
ton issue” - Lehman remains op¬ 
timistic about the future. 

“Bill Clinton is going to win 
this election anyway and we’re 
going to make progress and go 
forward,” he predicted. “Part of 
that progress is that there are 
going to be more people like me 
in the next Administration, and 
we’re going to provide more pro¬ 
tections for gays and lesbians in 
the federal government and we’re 
going to get great judges who will 
interpret the constitution to pro¬ 
mote our rights and we will move 
closer and closer to the kind of 
freedom that we all deserve.” ▼ 
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‘Mothers Against Jesse 
in Congress’ on the move 

MAJIC powers unleashed in North Carolina

or many mothers of people 
lost to AIDS, there is nothing 
^ to do but mourn the loss, 
seek comfort, and perhaps make a 
donation to an AIDS charity. 

For other mothers, that’s just 
not enough: some mothers start a 
Political Action Committee to 
oust homophobic and AIDSpho- 
bic Senator Jesse Helms. 

Patsy Clarke and Eloise 
Vaughn of Raleigh, North Caroli¬ 
na, both lost their gay sons - iron¬ 
ically, both named Mark - to 
AIDS. Patsy’s son died two years 
ago; Eloise’s son died in 1990. 

The two women hit it off as 
soon as a mutual friend intro¬ 
duced them. Then, after a Con¬ 
gressional session broadcast in 
which North Carolina Republican 
Senator Helms made remarks 
about the “immorality” of PWAs 
and tried to institute measures to 
gut Ryan White Care Act AIDS 
funding, the two mothers decided 
something had to be done. 

“We were enraged. We were fu¬ 
rious,” said Clarke. “Then we 
began gathering mothers.” 

Tired of the hateful politics 
thrown at their gay and lesbian 
children, they united to see that 
voters do more to prevent the sen¬ 
ator’s re-election to the Senate, 
where he has served 24 years. 

Vaughn and Clarke united to 
form MAJIC — “Mothers Against 
Jesse In Congress” - to express the 
“frustration and anger at bigotry, 
judgmentalism, and indifference” 
that they feel personifies Jesse 
Helms’ viewpoints. 

“We’re just real grandmothers 
and motherly types,” Clarke said 
of the many other members of 
MAJIC. “We want to be here to 
acknowledge the other families, to 
get people to stand up for their 
gay and lesbian relatives.” 

So far, they have met with an 
overwhelmingly enthusiastic re¬ 
sponse. More than 200 supporters 
showed up at a June 11 rally 
against Helms at the State Capitol 
Building in Raleigh, and many 
other mothers around the coun¬ 
try are hoping to start chapters, 
since the women agree that the 
senator’s homophobia is a nation¬ 
al issue. 


“We really feel that Jesse Helms 
is a national problem,” said 
Clarke. “We hope to get a nation¬ 
al notice, where the North Caroli¬ 
na press will have to notice.” 

Unaffiliated, but... 

The Democratic nominee for 
the senate seat is Harvey Gantt, 
who came very close to unseating 
Helms six years ago. MAJIC is not 
directly associated with Gantt’s 
election campaign. 

“We are a PAC, which must re¬ 
main unaffiliated,” said Clarke. 

Vaughn added, “But by de¬ 
fault, we are for Harvey Gantt.” 

And, although they only began 
operations in January of this year, 
the mothers feel they’re already 
making an impact. However, they 
say they need a lot more support. 

“We’re very new, with the elec¬ 
tion coming in November,” 
Vaughn said. 

One difficulty is financial, ac¬ 
cording to Clarke. “What we’re 
working toward is a television 
commercial,” she told the B.A.R., 
“which financially is outside of 
our reach. 

“The whims of politics are so 
strange. VVe could produce an ad. 
The problem is buying the time to 
broadcast it.” 

“It’s a hope that’s way out in 
front of us,” Vaughn added. 

In the meantime, said Clarke, 
“We’re continuing with our ‘guer¬ 
rilla warfare,’ talking with anyone 
who’ll let us, that’s what we’ll do. 

Clarke and Vaughn were re¬ 
cently interviewed on public radio 
and have spoken before several 
groups in nearby Greensboro, in¬ 


cluding P-FLAG and a guild of 
gay and lesbian professionals. 
“We’re aware that we’re some¬ 
times preaching to the choir,” 
Clarke told the B.A.R., adding that 
they want to expand their speak¬ 
ing engagements to “the family 
values crowd. 

“We want to go to the Rotari- 
ans too,” she said. 

Rock the vote, grandma! 

More immediate in their out¬ 
reach efforts than the Rotarians, 
however, is one area where the 
grandmothers might not other¬ 
wise be found. According to 
Clarke, “The rock concert com¬ 
munity has embraced us.” 

“We have three concerts com¬ 
ing up,” Eloise added. “We go to 
these concerts to register voters, 
too.” There is even a possibility 
that legendary rock star Patti 
Smith will do a MAJIC benefit 
concert in North Carolina. 

And, Vaughn mentioned, “On 
July 27th we’re supposed to speak 
at a huge rock concert. My grand¬ 
son said, ‘Are you gonna ride in on 
a Harley?”’ 

Clarke added as she burst into 
cheerful and hopeful laughter, 
“We’ll do this any way we have 
to.” ▼

Gay sperm donor claims bias

man filed a discrimination 
complaint Monday, luly 22 
charging that a Boston hos¬ 
pital refused to store and trans¬ 
port his sperm for artificial in¬ 
semination because he is gay. 

Robert Carr of Boston 
claimed the New England Med¬ 
ical Center denied him the service 
because it assumed he had HIV 
or AIDS and would transmit the 
disease to his child, even though 
he tested negative for the virus. 

Carr was referred to the hospi¬ 
tal’s division of reproductive en¬ 
docrinology when he sought to 
have another child with a lesbian 


he had impregnated before. 
When he revealed his sexual ori¬ 
entation to the department’s di¬ 
rector during the application 
process last winter. Dr. Richard 
Reindollar “categorically denied” 
his request to bank and transport 
the semen to the mother’s health¬ 
care provider. 

“There is clear evidence the 
only reason he was not provided 
with the service is because he’s a 
gay man and they considered him 
unsafe to procreate,” said Mary 
Benauto, an attorney for Gay and 
Lesbian Advocates and Defend¬ 
ers, who is representing Carr be¬ 
fore the Massachusetts Commis¬ 
sion Against Discrimination. 

“From our position this is a 


very straighforward case of elim¬ 
inating a double standard,” she 
told United Press International. 
“If everything checks out health- 
wise, there’s no reason why a gay 
man should be denied service and 
a straight man gets service, with 
no health-justifications.” 

“My decision to have children 
was the result of many years of 
careful consideration,” said Carr, 
who is also seeking a monetary 
award for emotional distress. 
“But in a few short weeks the 
[hospital] and Dr. Reindollar 
took that decision away from my 
family based on the fact that I 
am gay.” 

Reindollar declined to com¬ 
ment on the case. T

How the HIV puzzle 
pieces fit together

S cientists have discovered 
that certain chemokines 
(trace chemical elements) 
in the human body may be re¬ 
sponsible for non-progression in 
HIV disease. As far back as 1988, 
Dr. Jay Levy’s group reported 
that CD8 T-cells secrete a 
chemokine that slows HIV pro¬ 
gression. Scientists have named 
these factors RANTES, MIP-la, 
and MIP-lp. 

Recent news reports indicate 
that researchers Feng, Broder, 
and Berger at the NIH have 
found a novel protein on human 
cells called fusin, which helps 


HIV bind to immune cells. And 
most recently, a collaboration of 
scientists from Aaron Diamond 
AIDS Research Center and Rock¬ 
efeller University discovered an¬ 
other major co-receptor for 
HIV called CC-CKR-5. 

But what is fascinat¬ 
ing is that the ( 
chemokines 
RANTES, MIP-la and 
MIP-lp seem to have a 
high affinity for the newly 
discovered CC-CKR-5 
receptor site. It is 
thought that the 
chemokines either 
block HIV binding to 
cells by sticking to CC-CKR-5 
sites, or that perhaps the 
chemokines presence changes the 


cells CC-CKR-5 receptor in a way 
that stops HIV from grabbing 
hold. 

“I think these are good hy¬ 
potheses, the simplest being that 
the chemokines in non-progres- 
sors block HIV from inter¬ 
acting with the new co¬ 
receptors,” said Rachel 
Gerstein, a Stanford 
University researcher. 
“There may be more 
complex phenomenon 
going on behind these 
observations. I think 
it’s very exciting that 
there are more than 
one co-receptors, 
[which] seems to explain the tar¬ 
geting of the virus to specific 
types of cells. 

“Its a good example of how 
clinical and basic research inform 
each other. There has to be a rea¬ 
son why some people do not 
progress to AIDS, and so the 
finding that the chemokines are 
higher in non-progressors seems 
to be least part of that reason,” 
Gerstein observed. 

Where does fusin play into the 
puzzle? Gerstein speculates that 
certain strains of HIV require 
fusin to infect cells. “My guess is 
that people are going to try to 
find out a lot more about fusin 
and its ligand [an inter-cellular 
molecule associated with a sur¬ 
face receptor] in the very near fu¬ 
ture.” According to the June 1996

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issue of Nature, new factors, as 
yet undiscovered, may also help 
block HIV from using the fusin 
receptor. 

In the June 1996 issue of Sci¬ 
ence, author Robin Weiss specu¬ 
lates that later in HIV infection, 
more virulent syncytium induc¬ 
ing (unwanted clumping of in¬ 
fected T-cells) infections are 
probably the results of HIV 
changing binding sites from CC- 
CKR-5 to fusin. Weiss suspects 
that HIV mutation might be in¬ 
fluenced by the virus’s need to 
find new co-receptors. Also other 
HIV strains such as HIV2, found 
more often in IV drug users, may 
be able to infect a broader range 
of CD4 T-cells by using several 
different undiscovered co-recep¬ 
tors. 

Gary Nolan, another Stanford 
University HIV researcher, spec¬ 
ulates that the virus can respond 
in an evolutionary way in the 
body to adapt to different cell 
types. Early on in infection it 
may not access cells because of 
chemokine receptor blocking. As 
the immune system depletes, the 
chemokines may also deplete be¬ 
cause of general disturbances in 
the system. “A researcher in our 
lab, David Zapol, will most likely 
be applying our intercellular 
peptide libraries against the new 
receptor. He hopes to block HIV 
binding or fusion to immune 
cells,” Nolan announced. 

The discovery of fusin and 
CC-CKR-5 receptors may also 
lead to the finding that certain 
genetic differences between hu¬ 
mans could effect the placement 
and shape of these receptors. Per¬ 
haps people who have HIV for 
years and never progress to AIDS 
have different versions of fusin 
and CC-CKR-5. 

These new cell receptors 
probably explain why heretofore 
only humans get HIV and AIDS. 
Scientists now believe that these 
new cell receptors can be grown 
in other animals, such as rabbits. 
For the first time, researchers 
may be able to study AIDS in an¬ 
imals other than humans - open¬ 
ing the door to understanding 
about how HIV destroys im¬ 
mune cells. 

The latest new findings, and 
the linkage between old and new 
discoveries is unprecedented in 
HIV research. Not since the dis¬ 
covery of the CD4 receptor, a 
decade ago, have we learned as 
much about HIV. There is guard¬ 
ed optimism among many that 
pharmaceutical interventions tar¬ 
geting these new receptors or en¬ 
hancing anti-HIV chemokine 
production may soon be at hand. 
Or perhaps there may be a more 
natural way to stimulate the body 
to produce beneficial chemokines 
such as RANTES, using alterna¬ 
tive therapies and or herbs, T

I '' eter Adair, pioneering gay 
documentary filmmaker, 
died June 27 of AIDS com¬ 
plications at his home in San 
Francisco. He was 52. 

Adair is best known for the 
1977 documentary Word Is Out, 
an epic portrait of 27 gay men 
and lesbians (including Pat Bond, 
George Mendenhall and Tede 
Matthews) and how they dealt 
with their homosexuality. In the 
words of critic Gary Morris, this 
groundbreaking film is a 
“poignant plea for the individual 
- even 18 years after its release.” 
Adair’s film observes how gay 
people are constantly struggling 
for acceptance in a world that will 
not accept them. Says Morris, the 
individuals interviewed in the 
film all discuss the “same themes 
- self-doubt and self-respect, re¬ 
pression and realization, isolation 
and community. The composite 
portrait in Word Is Out is a dual 
one: individual and social. We 
learn as much about gay culture 
as about the lives of the people in¬ 
terviewed.” 

Word Is Out was such a monu¬ 
mental achievement for its time 
that writer Fenton Johnson said of 
it, “The film changed my life. 1 
was at the place where 1 was re¬ 
ceptive to its message, but I 
walked out of the theater with my 
first clear understanding of why I 
had so much trouble living with 
myself, what had been done to me 
and what I might do - not to 
undo that but to incorporate it 
into a bigger, more whole way of 
being in the world, one in which I 
loved myself and so became capa¬ 
ble of loving others.” 

In an interview with the film¬ 
maker, Adair told Johnson, “ Word 
Is Owf absolutely did what I want¬ 
ed it to do. I set out to define the 
gay and lesbian community, 
which no one had done before.” 
His words couldn’t have been 


truer. The film had a tremendous 
impact on gay and lesbian cine¬ 
ma, inspiring hundreds, if not 
thousands, of queer artists to pick 
up cameras and begin creating 
gay and lesbian images where 
none existed. 

Of the subjects profiled in 
Word Is Out, Pat Bond, George 
Mendenhall, Ted Matthews and 
Adair himself are now dead. 

Peter Adair grew up in New 
Mexico, where his father, an an¬ 
thropologist, studied Navajo peo¬ 
ple. Adair began making films 
when his parents gave him a 
movie camera as a high school 
graduation gift. 

“Being in the minority, and 
sometimes the only white kid 
around, started me looking at 
everything from the eyes of an 
outsider,” Adair told the New York 
Times. “So, in a sense, all my films, 
even if they are about my peers, 
are cultural studies.” 

Adair began his professional 
film career in his early twenties 
with the film Holy Ghost People 
(1967), about a fundamentalist 
Christian sect in Appalachia. He 
went on to make Word Is Out 
(1978); Stopping History f1984), a 
response to the threat of nuclear 
weapons; The AIDS Show (1986) 
(co-directed with Rob Epstein), 
about a San Francisco theater 
troupe responding to the epidem¬ 
ic; and Absolutely Positive (1991), 
a portrait of HIV told through the 
stories of 11 diverse individuals, 
including Adair himself. His last 
work. In the First Degree, is an in¬ 
teractive courtroom drama re¬ 
leased on CD-ROM. 

In January of this year, Adair 
received the Frameline Award, 
which is given each year to an in¬ 
dividual who has made an out¬ 
standing contribution to gay and 
lesbian cinema. Past recipients in¬ 
clude Vito Russo, Christine Va- 
chon and Pratibha Parmar. T

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HIV council plans Tenderloin meeting

^ oncern about services for 
N Tenderloin district residents 
with AIDS prompted the 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council to agree Monday, luly 22 
to hold a meeting devoted to the 
issue in the future. 

Although a specific date for the 
Tenderloin meeting was not de¬ 
termined, several planning coun¬ 
cil members will convene as a task 
force to prepare and organize it. 
Tom Calvanese initiated the 


discussion after he distributed a 
letter from Audrey Doughty, 
dated April 8, referring to services 
for people with AIDS at the Am¬ 
bassador Hotel and in the Tender¬ 
loin. Those services had been pro¬ 
vided by AIDS Indigent Direct 
Services (A.I.D.S.), but that 
agency disbanded and Shanti as¬ 
sumed the contracts in 1994. 

Doughty stated in her letter 
that A.I.D.S. was “systematically 
crushed” by the city’s AIDS Office, 
which “required time-consuming 
reports, and allowed decisions af¬ 
fecting its program to be made by

an AIDS Office staff member in¬ 
experienced in social service 
agency growth and develop¬ 
ment... 

“The AIDS Office finally 
caused almost all of the original 
staff to leave. Soon after it was 
merged with another agency and 
put out of business,” Doughty’s 
letter stated. 

Doughty acknowledged 
A.I.D.S. wasn’t perfect, but it was 
“family and friends” to people 
with AIDS in the Tenderloin. 

‘It’s heart-wrenching’ 

Calvanese said the letter was 
originally sent to the planning 
council with the request that it be 
distributed to the members. How¬ 
ever, the letter was apparently 
never received. 

Co-chair Norm Nickens, who 
also works for the city’s AIDS Of¬ 
fice, explained that he spoke with 
Doughty once and asked her to 
fax the letter to his office. 

“I never heard back,” Nickens 
said, adding that letters addressed 
to the council are routinely at¬ 
tached to minutes and distributed 
to all members. 

Nickens also said he wanted to 
clarify that A.I.D.S. determined 
not to re-bid the contract, and the 
agency’s board voted to disband 
the organization. He said that the 
agency was placed on probation 
by the AIDS Office three years 
ago, and that many of the com¬ 
mitments made by the agency 
were not followed through. 

“Is there any process by which 
these decisions can be appealed?” 
Calvanese asked. “I feel the deci-

A hearing into the Cease and 
Desist Order against Life Partners 
has been scheduled for Thursday, 
August 1. 

The order issued against Life 
Partners finds that the company 
engaged in the viatical settlement 
business in the state without per¬ 
mission since at least 1994. A Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Insurance 
investigation found the company 
used direct mail marketing to 
Californians, placed ads in Cali¬ 
fornia-based publications, exe¬ 
cuted viatical settlements via mail 
to California residents, and paid 
commissions to agents in this 
state who marketed its product. 

In soliciting business in Cali¬ 
fornia, Life Partners was also found 
to have falsely represented to po¬ 
tential customers that because it 
was licensed in Texas it did not 
need to be licensed in California. 

Life Partners is also alleged to 
have used a San Diego firm as a 
fronting company to solicit and 
process at least 26 viatical settle¬ 
ments through June 1995. The 
company is believed to have since 
severed its ties with Life Partners, 
according to a statement issued by 
the Department of Insurance. 

Fred Sakamoto of Wilbanks 
and Associates, a San Francisco vi¬ 
atical brokerage company, was 



pleased with the order issued 
against Life Partners, saying that 
illegitimate companies hurt the 
industry as a whole, as well as 
people with AIDS and other dis¬ 
eases who often don’t get their 
money when promised. 

“Oftentimes, people don’t get 
their money when they say and 
they engage in high pressure sales 
techniques,” Sakamoto told the 
B.A.R. “The problem is a lot of ille¬ 
gitimate companies are operating 
and driving off legitimate ones.” 

About 50 companies specialize 
in viatical settlements. The AIDS 
epidemic has provided much of 
the business for viatical compa¬ 
nies, although people who have 
cancer and other terminal illness¬ 
es have also utilized the services of 
the firms. 

Sharon Stover, an Oakland at¬ 
torney who specializes in repre¬ 
senting people who are viaticating 
their insurance policies, said the in¬ 
dustry has been around for about 
20 years. Many newer viatical com¬ 
panies have started in recent years. 

According to Stover, her clients 
typically receive anywhere from 50 
to 80 percent of the policy’s value. T

Paris, Hogan was also a talented 
soloist who performed at The 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine 
and other sites. 

Hogan had recently visited the 
Bay Area - and his 13-year-old 
daughter Hilary, who lives with 
Hogan’s ex-wife in Walnut Creek, 
was planning to spent part of the 
summer with her father in Paris. 

Johnson eulegized 
on ABC 

Internationally renowned de¬ 
signer Jed Johnson, 47, who de¬ 
signed homes for entertainer 
Mick Jagger, fashion designer Yves 
St. Laurent, and actor Richard 
Gere, was also on his way to Paris, 
according to news reports. 

Associated with Andy Warhol 
during the artist’s seminal 1970s 
period, Johnson, who was self- 
taught, later went on to interna¬ 
tional design fame. 

In what observers say may be 
a television first, Johnson’s friend 
Joan Lunden, co-host of ABC’s 
morning television program 


Good Morning America, spoke of 
her friendship with the designer, 
shared a photograph of Johnson 

- and his lover Alan Wanzenberg 

- with the viewing audience, re¬ 
ferred to Wanzenberg as John¬ 
son’s domestic partner, and ex¬ 
pressed her condolences. 

Lunden’s gesture drew praise 
from Alan Klein, a national 
spokesperson for Gay & Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation. 

“It was just such a thoughtful, 
caring gesture; that in the middle 
of such horror that something 
good could come out of it,” Klein 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Klein said that Lunden’s inclu¬ 
sion of Wanzenberg in her com¬ 
ments was “life affirming” and that 
partners of lesbians and gays are 
often ignored in skewed or trite 
news accounts of such tragedies. 

Wanzenberg was referred to as 
Johnson’s “business partner” in 
initial local news accounts, which 
also failed to mention that John¬ 
son was homosexual - despite the 
couple’s 14-year relationship. 

Johnson is survived by his 
mother, Vivian Christopher of 
Sacramento, and a twin brother 
Jay. ▼

Local stages light up with queer fare 


icks and drama — there’s no shortage of ei¬ 
ther right now on the queer theatre scene. 
The granddaddy of gay plays, the nearly 30- 
year-old, pre-gay lib The Boys in the Band, has been 
revived to prove that history can still teach a lesson or 
two, while the 10-year-old post-AIDS phone sex 
drama Jerker and the homegrown sex comedy Outcalls 
Only are here to say that sex, even in the face of a ram¬ 
paging disease, can still be hot and funny. 

Recently revived in New York, Mart Crowley’s 1968 
groundbreaker The Boys in the Band is still making 
waves. Some in the gay community decree the play’s 
brutally campy, evisceratingly bitchy take on gay life 
in the late ’60s as absolute truth — always was, always 
will be. Others find the portrayal of seven gay men 
lashing out at each other and themselves painfully 
dated and destructively homophobic. Undaunted by 
this rift in opinion, director Neal Shorstein has taken 
the lead from New York and given San Francisco au¬ 
diences a chance to Judge for themselves. 

In Shorstein’s capable hands, and with the aid of a 
uniformly strong cast, Crowley’s play comes across as 
less ugly and mean-spirited than it did originally. 
Shorstein’s production at the cozy 450 Geary Studio 
Theatre softens the hardest edges of a very tough play. 

There’s no question that Boys, the story of eight gay 
men (and one self-identified straight man) celebrating 
a birthday, is now a period piece, but it has much to 
offer in the way of humor and, when the playwright is 
not overplaying his hand, drama. With some judicial 
cutting — even more could be excised — Shorstein 
has lugged this piece of history into the unforgiving

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■■■■ here are only two ways to bring 
H the story of Stonewall to the 
screen. You either take the 
Oliver Stone option — epic social 
drama, with big sound, big hair, and 
2,000 extras — or you tell the quiet, 
personal story of a few individuals 
whose lives intersect at a seminal 
point in queer history. Director Nigel 
Finch, with the help of producer 
Christine Vachon, takes the latter ap¬ 
proach in his film Stonewall. The re¬ 
sult is a thought-provoking and 
poignant recollection of the way 
things were for homosexuals at the 
end of the ’60s. 

Screenwriter Rikki Beadle Blair 
takes the daunting task of adapting 
and fictionalizing Martin Duberman’s 
Stonewall Blair does a creditable job 
of wrapping Duberman’s compendi¬ 
um of social history around the lives 
of fictional protagonists, Matty Dean 
and the drag queen, LaMiranda. 

Dean, played by the highly edible 
Frederick Weller, is a young South¬ 
erner who lands at the Port Authority 
bus terminal and falls in with LaMi¬ 
randa, played by Guillermo Diaz.

Writer Blair’s greatest accomplish¬ 
ment is his bringing a sense of context 
to the action he creates with his sto¬ 
ryline. Michael Clancy’s costumes 
help re-create the era, and a Greek 
Chorus of drag queens lip-synch mu¬ 
sical gems from the period, but it is 
Blair’s characters who embody the 
differing modus operandi of ’60s 
queers.

pathos. 

In the challenging central role 
of Michael, Louis Parnell must 
careen from benign party host to 
bitchy queen to anxiety-ridden 
drunk. Parnell assays the role 
with grace and has moments of 
true connection. Among the en¬ 
semble, P.A. Cooley as nellie 
Emory and Colman Domingo as 
Bernard, the only black man in 
the group, reveal an ease and 
honest warmth that bring their 
characters to vibrant life. 

Because of its significance in 
gay history, there are times you 
wish Boys were a better play, 
more tightly structured, less pre¬ 
dictable, but this old warhorse 
still delivers.

Only connect 

Not quite as old and not quite 
as significant as Boys is Robert 
Chesley s Jerker, now receiving its 
10th anniversary production at 
the New Conservatory Theatre.

Back by popular

Compared to Boys and Jerker, 
Theatre Rhino’s Outcalls Only, an 
ultra-naked homage to hustlers, 
is frivolous but sweet, which at 
least raises it a notch or two above 
the much slicker, more mechani¬ 
cal flesh feast Party. 

Written by JoJo LeFft, Outcalls 
is back by popular demand, hav¬ 
ing graduated from the theater’s 
tiny basement studio production 
last winter to the more expansive 
mainstage. It was revived, appar¬ 
ently, because audiences like see¬ 
ing the four cast members naked. 

At its best, Outcalls is like soft¬ 
core gay porn: it’s all set-up with 
occasional simulated sex. The 
john (Steven Patterson) hires his 
boys for various situations: Rave 
(Neal Allen Hyde) when he wants 
a grungy, long-haired skateboard 
dude scenario; clean-cut Bixby 
Lauderdale (Edward Graham) 
when he wants the college guy in 
the letterman’s jacket scene; and 
Sergio (Doug Wilson) when he 
wants his house broken into by a 
masked marauder. 

Director Steve Omlid main¬ 
tains a brisk pace, and his attrac¬ 
tive, charming actors are all nice¬ 
ly suited to their various “types.” 
The play gets a little clunky in the 
second act when relationships 
start to get complicated, but in 
between the rough spots, Outcalls 
is intelligent, funny, and sexy 
enough to be this summer’s best 
gay nude fest. Not unlike the early 
film career of Shirley MacLaine, 
Outcalls Only is the hustler play 
with the heart of gold. T

to the queer men of San Francis¬ 
co in 20 telephone calls, many of 
them dirty,” says it all. This is a 
one-act, hour-long ode to phone 
sex and human connection. Two 
men who have never officially 
met become dependent on one 
another for late night excursions 
into aural erotica. The specter of 
AIDS looms throughout: it’s the 
reason the men are alone and on 
the phone instead of together, 
and it slowly invades both men’s 
lives by play’s end. 


As directed by noted gay 
writer/performer Michael Kearns, 
Jerker is as hot as it is ultimately 
moving. As the two men, David 
Organisak and Joe Gill bare all 
and invest fully in their Pac Bell 
intercourse. The phone sex ses¬ 
sions — and there are many — 
cover all the bases, from rough 
and raunchy to big brother-little 
brother fantasies, with one stop 
for the tale of “the gentlest fuck 
west of the Mississippi” that just 
about scorches the theater. 

Playwright Chesley wants to 
celebrate the glory days of pre- 
AIDS sex and help cast aside all 
judgments — moral and other¬ 
wise— about how people express 
their sexuality in or out of the 
shadow of disease. Well-directed 
and acted, this Jerker is just such 
an erotic celebration.

Jewish flicks tell it like it is 

Jews and queers

’m going to arbitrarily divide 
my consideration of films in 
the 16th annual Jewish Film 
Festival, currently unfolding on 
screens in Berkeley and the South 
Bay, into four categories: dyke- 
friendly films; films about Jews in 
odd places; films that express the 
diversity of Jewish culture; and, fi¬ 
nally, films about war and peace 
in the Middle East. 

My favorite program in this 
year’s festival is entitled “Speak 
Easy: Five Shorts” (UC Theatre, 
Wednesday, July 31, 9:45 p.m.). 
I’ve known since the age of five 
that I had a propensity for S/M. 
It’s something I’ve kept largely to 
myself. While I don’t specifically 
share the passions of the subjects 
in Rachel Schrieber’s controver¬ 
sial new short Please Kill Me, I at 
least know where they’re coming 
from. 

In the film, Schreiber has at¬ 


tempted to discover persons on 
the Internet who practice Nazi- 
style S/M fetishes and why. 
Against a backdrop of erotic, 
computer-generated images, male 
and female voices can be heard 
saying such things as: “My ideal 
victim is someone who wants to 
get in over his head. I will let you 
kill me if you’re a very mean and 
sexy Aryan or Nazi single, white 
female. To me, race is just anoth¬ 
er way of hurting someone.” 
Heavy stuff, this. 

Schreiber’s video meditation 
on pain and identity is powerful¬ 
ly offset by the dyke-centered 
world of Bad Jew in My Kitchen, a 
collection of stories by and about 
Bay Area Jewish lesbians, one of 
whom exclaims that “San Francis¬ 
co was the first city where I saw 
Jew and dyke in the same sen¬ 
tence.” The title of the film derives 
from two sticky propositions: 
“Everyone thinks they’re a bad 
Jew” and “dyke automatically 
means bad lesbian.” 


Several of the women, who are 
always shown chain-smoking in 
someone’s cozy kitchen, describe 
how it was much easier for them 
to confront lesbianism than to 
deal with any aspect of Jewish 
identity. Others want to reclaim 
the word Jew, so that they can 
have a role in shaping the term’s 
myriad cultural meanings and 
connotations. 

In the pic, one woman ex¬ 
presses her unease with what she 
believes is the increasingly white. 
Christianized, middle-American 
flavor of mainstream dyke culture 
while another wonders if any rab¬ 
bis would consider them cool. On 
the same bill is Party Favor, a slick, 
funny look at two upscale LA 
dykes who attend a traditional 
bridal shower with a rather untra- 
ditional agenda. 

International flavor 

A Jewish film can come from 
anywhere. Tears of Stone, one of 
the festival’s feature films, tells the

story of Jon Leifs, a posthumously 
famous Icelandic composer who 
makes a Faustian pact with Nazi 
authorities to get his Jewish fami¬ 
ly out of Germany. Fans of the re¬ 
cent comedy Cold Fever will trea¬ 
sure another look at this country’s 
austere, haunting beauty. 

The documentary Oskar and 


Jack tackles the nature vs. nurture 
debate with a tale of identical twin 
brothers — one raised in Nazi 
Germany, the other on the island 
of Trinidad. The film demon¬ 
strates how biology can forge 
links that culture cannot destroy. 
Round Eyes in the Middle King¬ 
dom, another feature, is a passion¬ 
ate account of one man’s commit¬ 
ment to the Chinese people, de¬ 
spite imprisonment during the 
Cultural Revolution. 

Lovers in Minsk: The Jewess and 
the Captain relates the odd ro¬ 
mance between a young Jewish 
woman and a Nazi SS captain, an 
improbable love story with dis¬ 
tinct parallels to Schindler's List. 

Music has been an important 
vehicle for the transmission of Ju- 
daica through the ages. Pho¬ 
tographed in luminescent black 
and white, the German documen¬ 
tary A Tickle in the Heart is the 
story of Yiddish jazz —r klezmer 
— and three elderly brothers who 
have helped keep it alive for 60 
years. With humor and stunning 
camera work, the film affection¬ 
ately captures the bond between 
three octogenarian musicians and 
the elderly audiences they enter¬ 
tain in the retirement communi¬ 
ties of South Florida, a place they 
affectionately call “God’s waiting 
room.” 

Another film about music is 
the short ditty Echo Soup, part of 
the “Speak Easy: Five Shorts” pro¬ 
gram. Filmmaker Daniel Baer 
eavesdrops on three musicians 
who find themselves in odd cross- 
cultural roles: a Chinese-Ameri- 
can rap artist, a black jazz musi¬ 
cian who has carved an unexpect¬ 
ed niche for himself in a klezmer 
band, and the straight drummer 
for Pansy Division, whose picture 
is seen in a photo session for the 
band’s new album, the aptly titled 
Going Gay. 

Finally, the post-election state 
of affairs in Israel is chillingly as¬ 
sessed in the film 119 Bullets plus 
3. Director Yeud Levanon inter¬ 
views members of right-wing 
Jewish groups responsible for the 
assassination of Prime Minister 
Rabin and the 1994 massacre of 
39 Moslems praying in Hebron. 
The piece concludes with the di¬ 
rector asking a conservative leader 
if he would shoot him if the need 
arises. The bespectacled fanatic 
replies, “But, Yeud, please don’t 
give me any reason to.” T

buried. When the Stonewalls pa¬ 
trons finally attack the cops, it is 
the result of long-simmering hos¬ 
tilities and frustrations; it only 
looks like spontaneous combus¬ 
tion. 

Not normal 

LaMiranda and her friends 
represent the drag fringe of ’60s 


film a stirring reminder that they 
have, indeed, lived in interesting 
times. This is their love story. It is 
a story of self-love, a story of re¬ 
spect for the gay experience, an 
experience that is thoroughly 
grounded in American tradition. 
Ours is not a country founded on

gay culture. They are the put- 
upon stars of the demimonde, 
disrespected by both gays and 
straights, but indispensable if the 
goal is a good party. Their outra¬ 
geousness makes them easy tar¬ 
gets, but they will not hide or pre¬ 
tend to be anything other than 
what they are. 

In Stonewall, LaMiranda gets 
involved with Matty Dean, but 
soon finds herself dumped for the 
straight-looking, straight-acting 
Ethan (Brendan Corbalis). Ethan 
and his colleagues represent the 
pre-Stonewall homosexuals who 
make themselves invisible, leading 
double lives for the sake of their 
careers. Stonewall presents their 
form of activism, as espoused by 
the Mattachine Society, as an at¬ 
tempt at seeming “normal” in 
order to make homosexuality 
more palatable for the straight 
world. LaMiranda’s and Ethan’s 
crowds come together at the 
Stonewall Inn only because they 
both need a place where they can 
be openly gay without looking 
over their collective shoulders. 

Into these two opposing 
Stonewall camps comes Matty 
Dean, who makes forays into both 
worlds and ultimately becomes the 
catalyst for change. The Matty 
Deans of America emerge from the 
peace, love, and freedom genera¬ 
tion of the ’60s. Young and idealis¬ 
tic, they live and let live — but they 
have no intention of sitting in the 
back of anyone’s bus for the rest of 
their lives. Matty Dean and his ilk 
are able to get everyone to keep his 
eye on the prize and, at least tem¬ 
porarily, put aside petty differences. 

Strong performances 

Backed by the BBC, Stonewall 
arrives with the kind of native in¬ 
telligence one expects from such 
an august organization. Shot in 
only six weeks, with a shoestring 
budget. Stonewall fares better at 
capturing the mood of the era 
than anyone would have reason to 
expect. Director Finch, who died 
of an AIDS-related illness after 
completing the film, coaxes strong 
performances from his leading ac¬ 
tors. Although they may serve as 
archetypes, in the context of the 
film, these characters are com¬ 
pletely believable as individuals. 

Stonewalls subtitle provides an 
interesting insight into the ap¬ 
proach of the filmmakers. Offi¬ 
cially, the film is Stonewall — A 
Love Story — The Legend of 
Stonewall... The Beginning of Gay 
Pride. This reflects the romance of 
the gay experience without di¬ 
minishing the urgency of the gay 
liberation movement. Those who 
were already out of the closet at 
the time of the Stonewall riots — 
and who have survived the plague 
years — should find Nigel Finch’s

didn’t want that. I wanted to be 
really sneaky. Not create any resis¬ 
tance. Take the people with me. 
Make them laugh. 

Your actors are great. 

Half of the actors in the film 
weren’t actors. Frederic Longbois, 
who plays Armand — he was my 
hairdresser. He’s incredible. Not 
one French actor could ever have 
done what he does. He’s really gay, 
you know. A normal actor would 
have played “homosexual.” And 
it’s so false, so terrible. I went 
through a lot of auditions and no¬ 
body was as fresh and touching as 
him. He has a great joie de vivre. 

I have to ask, are you a lesbian? 

You can ask. It’s very difficult to de¬ 
fine myself, because I never define 
myself, like French or Venezuelan. 
It’s too restricting for me, because 
I have loved men and I have loved 
women, both of them, in my life. 
My life is very rich in love relation¬ 
ships. And I can say it’s very differ¬ 
ent when I fall in love with a man 
or a woman. The feelings, every¬ 
thing. But I am very much attract¬ 
ed — and that’s a personal prob¬ 
lem — to everything that is for¬ 
bidden by society. I am really at¬ 
tracted to things that are not in 
their right place. 

In San Francisco, some people 
call themselves "sex radicals," 
meaning they don't accept those 
categories. 

That’s great. Because, you know, I 
hate heterosexuals when they say 
they’re homophobic. I hate them. 
I hate them. It’s like fascism. But 
when homosexuals don’t accept 
other people — like bisexuals — I 
think it’s the same thing. Please! 
Everything’s possible. All kinds of 
relationships are possible. I even 
adore animals, but [laughs] I don’t 
have sexual intercourse with them. 

Why is opera so important in your 
film? 

I wanted to make a story about a 
Venezuelan woman who goes to 
Paris to fight for her life and her 
career. Of course, she couldn’t be 
a filmmaker. I hate to talk about 
myself. A painter? It’s so cliche! 
Everybody goes to Paris, to Mont¬ 
martre, to paint. It’s not possible. 
What can she do? She has to be an 
artist. A sculptor? No. I just saw 
Camille Claudel. Opera singer?

n contrast to the explosion of 
^ color and sound that is Celes¬ 
tial Clockwork, the film’s 
writer/director/producer Fina 
Torres, a diminutive woman, ap¬ 
pears nondescript when we meet 
to talk at a downtown hotel. Her 
personal warmth, sense of humor, 
and lucidity about her own cre¬ 
ative process soon reveal that the 
film’s brilliance is no accident. 

Torres, 45, left her native 
Venezuela for Paris in the late ’60s 
to pursue her dream of becoming a 
filmmaker. Supporting herself as a 
newspaper photographer, she 
earned a degree from the Institut 
des Hautes Etudes Cine- 
matographiques. Ten years after her 
first feature, Oriana (1985), won 
the Cannes Camera d’Or, Torres 
finished Celestial Clockwork, an in¬ 
dependent French, Venezuelan, Bel¬ 
gian and Spanish co-production. 

Your film is so much fun and it's 
so moving. 

It looks simple, this film, but it 
was so complicated. To keep al¬ 
ways this light touch, but try to 
say very important things in a hu¬ 
moristic way, is very difficult. Be¬ 
cause it’s so easy to get too heavy 
or literal-minded. My first film 
was a drama, a tragedy. Oriana 
was so much easier than this one. 
Incredible, no? This one is a com¬ 
edy. I suffered, terribly [laughs]. 
But the most important thing I 
wanted to say I could say, so it’s 
[sighs] a great satisfaction for fne. 

What did you want to say? 

I was born in the ’50s. I lived 
through the ’60s and the ’70s. I 
was very politically engaged. I 
struggled for leftist ideas and 
women’s rights. At the end of the 
’70s we had the feeling we had 
won something very important. 
Things could never go back the

way they were. And now, in the 
’90s, I’m very surprised and an¬ 
guished because I see that what 
we won in the ’70s, we’re losing 
again. What’s happening with 
abortion, with the rise in Muslim 
fundamentalism [in Algeria and 
the Middle East], Catholic funda¬ 
mentalism [in France]. In Europe, 
you can feel what’s happening. All 
these new laws about immigra¬ 
tion. Everything’s closing down. 

So I said, “My goodness, I have 
to talk about this. I have to pro¬ 
pose a different solution. I have to 
say that les marginaux [people 
outside the mainstream] have the 
right to win.” Because in this ab¬ 
solutely 100 percent capitalistic 
society, all over the world, les mar¬ 
ginaux are out of it. Condemned. 
So with my little voice I have to 
say, I don’t agree. They can win, 
they can be happy. So my film is 
about les marginaux: homosexu¬ 
als, immigrants. And they are 
beautiful and they are winning. 

I loved your film from the begin¬ 
ning, because it's so fun, so joy¬ 
ous. And it's about art and fol¬ 
lowing one's dream. But I as¬ 
sumed it was straight. So then, 
when the heroine falls in love with 
another woman, I felt like I'd died 
and gone to heaven! 

I wanted to make a film that in the 
beginning, nobody rejects. Be¬ 
cause if the set-up is too obvious, 
middle-of-the-road people will 
say, “Ugh, another lesbian film, 
another socio-political film.” I

place to stay and ends up falling in 
love with her. 

Charming’s third aspect is Ar- 
mand (FrM^ric Longbois), the 
gay waiter at the neighborhood 
cafe, who eventually marries Ana 
so she can get the papers she 
needs to be able to stay in the 
country.

cles, et al. — that are so much 
more haunting than the Eiffel 
Tower (which also makes a delib¬ 
erately kitzschy appearance early 
in the film). 

The film’s intrinsic plea for 
every possible kind of diversity is 
manifest in its kaleidoscopic view 
of cultural phenomena. Alcanie’s

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Seductive nightmares 

PFA showcases an academic's world on film

didn’t know UC Berkeley Pro- 
fessor William Nestrick, but 
when he died suddenly last 
winter I discovered that a great 
many people did. Nestrick was a 
professor of English and Compar¬ 
ative Literature at Berkeley, as well 
as head of the Group Major in 
Film. He was a frequent contrib¬ 
utor to Pacific Film Archive’s ex¬ 
hibition programs and was fa¬ 
mous for his witty, brilliantly in¬ 
sightful lectures, writings on film 
and inspired programming. 
Nestrick was also unique for his 
uncanny ability to make fascinat¬ 
ing connections in his lectures be¬ 
tween literature, music, art and 
film. He had a special talent as 
both teacher and film theorist for 
bringing together high and low 
culture within a single frame of 
reference. In honor of Nestrick, 
PFA, throughout July and August, 
will present a series of “double 
bills” inspired by some of his in¬ 
tellectual journeys through the 
arts. 

Tributes like this happen all the 
time, but this one is quite singular 
in that the films in this series — 


they were selected by Nestrick’s 
friends and colleagues — comprise 
a virtual encyclopedia of world- 
class filmmaking, from early Ger¬ 
man expressionism to the most so¬ 
phisticated studio filmmaking of 
the ’30s, from the so-called kiddie 
classics of Hollywood’s Golden Era 
to mood-drenched horror films 
and the overwrought stylizations 
of Michael Powell. But, aside from 
the fact that this is an outstanding 
list of films by any cineaste’s gauge, 
the works in this series form a 
powerful composite of an aesthet¬ 
ic utopia, a dream world that offers 
the prospect of a more exciting, vi¬ 
brant existence than that of daily 
life. Of course dreams can also be 
seductive nightmares, and this is 
what gives these films their special 
edge. The following titles are 
among the best in the series. 

American horror films of the 
’30s and ’40s grew largely out of 
German expressionism, which is 
represented here by The Cabinet 
of Dr. Caligari (1919). It’s but a 
short walk from Caligari’s forced 
perspectives, trapped characters, 
and shadow-drenched sets to the 
downbeat romanticism of James 
Whale’s Frankenstein (1931) and 
Jacques Tourner’s Cat People 


(1942). The latter, in particular, 
represents a breakthrough in the 
cinematic marriage of sexuality 
and horror. Like the tragic 
Frankenstein monster, Cat Peo¬ 
ple's Irina (Simone Simon) is an 
outsider, but also a woman whose 
intense sensuality proves lethal 
both to those around her and to 
herself. In keeping with the artifi¬ 
cial mode of the dream world. Cat 
People's chiaroscuro visual style 
could be called “poetic anti-real¬ 
ism,” a strategy carried to unset¬ 
tling heights in Georges Franju’s 
Eyes Without a Face (1959). The 
central image of this film is Edith 
Scob’s ufiforgettable Christiane, a 
beautiful woman who is horribly 
disfigured in a car accident caused 
by her father. As penance, he kid¬ 
naps a series of beautiful women, 
removes their faces, and tries to 
graft them onto his daughter. 
Throughout the film, Christiane 
wears a simple, almost featureless 
mask, which, in tandem with her 
puppet-like movements, creates a 
feeling of terror and loss of con¬ 
trol that reaches tragic dimen¬ 
sions. 

Deceptively existential

neered the image of the “other 
world” as a terrifying place. 
Dumbo (1941) is typical of this 
entry, outstanding in its portrayal 
of the wrenching horror of par¬ 
ent-child separation, especially in 
the almost psychotically super¬ 
charged musical number “Pink 
Elephants on Parade,” which is the 
1940s equivalent of a ’60s acid 
trip. Equally disturbing is Roy 
Rowland’s The 5000 Fingers of Dr. 
T (1953), based on Dr. Seuss. The 
massive, self-consciously artificial 
sets, the capturing of the boy, Bart 
(Tommy Rettig), in a paranoid 
fantasy of adult-child relations, all 
point to the dream world as 
nightmare. In this case, Bart’s 
dream (which comprises most of 
the film) has disturbing, pe- 
dophilic undertones in the char¬ 
acter of Dr. Terwilikker (Hans 
Conreid), who captures and at¬ 
tempts to “musically enslave” 500 
boys for mere aesthetic pleasure. 
Moreover, Dr. Seuss’ bizarre songs 
veer into camp when the prancing 
Dr. Terwilikker demancJs of his 
couturiers, “I want my undulating 
undies with the Malibu frills!” 

Many of Michael Powell’s films 
stress the pleasures of artificiality 
for its own sake, but often with el¬ 
ements of sadomasochism and de¬ 
humanization. His perverse ren¬ 
dering of Offenbach’s opera Tales 
of Hoffman (1951) is one of the 


between two special people. This 
is the case in Ernst Lubitsch’s bril¬ 
liant Trouble in Paradise (1932), 
with Herbert Marshall and Miri¬ 
am Hopkins as two sophisticated 
jewel thieves who inadvertently 
meet while trying to rob the same 
person. Astaire and Rogers actu¬ 
alized a similar bond through 
dance. Their spiritual-sensual re¬ 
lationship is represented in this 
series with Mark Sandrich’s daz¬ 
zling Top Hat (1935). 

The supreme poet of the per¬ 
sonality from the ’30s, Josef von 
Sternberg, shows the ideal as just 
that — ideal, and unobtainable. 
The Devil is a Woman ( 1935) is one 
of seven features he made with Di¬ 
etrich, and in that series there are 


always two ideal couples who live 
in a dreamscape far from us mere 
mortals — Dietrich and her co-star 
in the film (Cesar Romero in this 
case), and, outside the film. Diet- 
rich and Sternberg, whose own bit¬ 
tersweet affair is symbolically re¬ 
played in the films themselves. 

No, I never met William 
Nestrick, but looking at these 
films makes me wish I had. T

Yes, because it permits me to put 
music into the film. Necessary 
music. Not just a musical score in 
order to push an audience’s emo¬ 
tions — I hate that. 

Why did you use so much Rossini? 

After I have my basic storyline, I 
try to find which story is similar to 
it. What you call the archetype — 
Greek myth or fairy tale. Third- 
world girl goes to first-world 
country. She gets work cleaning, 
and finally she has a success. That’s 
Cinderella. Later, I was looking at 
operas to see what music I could 
use in the film and I discovered 
Rossini’s Cenerentola — Cinderel¬ 
la! And I thought, “It’s not possi¬ 
ble!” When I put the music on, I 
almost fainted. This is magic. The 
signs are not betraying me. Every¬ 


thing’s going the right way. There 
are two Cinderella operas — the 
other is by Massenet. It’s awful. It’s 
terrible music. I could never make 
a film with that music. But Rossi¬ 
ni! It’s so light, so gay, so—1 

You've created a very magical 
image of Paris. 

The vision of Paris in the film is 
the vision I had before going to 
Paris, when I dreamed of going 
there. When I went to Paris I was 
really disappointed. The city’s 
beautiful — but the atmosphere, 
the people are not what I thought 
they would be. So I said, “Some 
day in my life I have to relieve my¬ 
self of this magic Paris I had in my 
head that I never found in Paris.” 

Paris doesn’t exist any more 
like that. Maybe in the ’60s, in the

Maybe it’s all this literature you 
reaci and all the people who went 
to Paris and talk about Paris and 


most fully fleshed out dream 
worlds on film, with insanely 
overripe sets, saturated colors, and 
the kind of arch characterizations 
typical of both the genre and the 
director. It’s hard to pick the most 
frightening scene in this operatic 
horror-fantasy, but the dismem¬ 
berment of dancer Moira Shearer 
certainly stands out, as does Ann

Making a 
queer noise 


B y the time GALA V — the qua¬ 
drennial festival of gay and les¬ 
bian choruses — had come to its 
closing program July 13 at the Tampa 
Bay Performing Arts Center in Flori¬ 
da, organizers had officially an¬ 
nounced that the event, which was 
host to some 6,000 singers from the 
U.S., Canada and Europe, has become 
the largest festival of its kind in the 
world. 

Beyond the richness of repertoire, the 
novelty of the musical programs pre¬ 
sented, and the amazing camaraderie 
and enthusiasm that prevaifcd in and out 
of the concert halls, GALA V also had its 
rightful share of political messages from 
the gay and lesbian community. 

For example, on the same day the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus was 
to sing “Marry Us,” a movement from 
its commissioned work, Nakedman, by 
Robert Seeley, the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives passed the Defense of 
Marriage Act rejecting same-sex mar¬ 
riages. “We sing this song in defiance 
of the action of the U.S. House this 
morning,” SFGMC artistic director 
Stan Hill told the audience. 

Choruses from Colorado commis¬ 
sioned pieces that spoke about 
Amendment 2, the infamous initiative 
that would have denied equal protec¬ 
tion of law to gays and lesbians, had 
the U.S. Supreme Court not over¬ 
turned the voter-approved legislation. 

Of the many songs presented by the 
women’s choruses, the closing night 
piece, “Soundbite from Beijing: We are 
Rising Up,” was among the most 
memorable. It speaks of composer 
Ysaye Barnwell’s disappointment over 
the lack of coverage given to issues 
brought to the Beijing conference by 
women from all over the world. 

The Delaware Valley Men’s Chorus 
then sang a composition based on the 
book Prayers for Bobby, by Leroy 
Aarons. Bobby was a 20-year-old gay 
youth who took his own life by jump¬ 
ing off a bridge because there was no 
one he could turn to to help him deal 
with his homosexuality. 

The Atlanta Gay Men’s Chorus 
began its concert with the song, 
“Citius, Altius, Fortius” and took the 
audience to a historical journey of the 
Olympic Games, from Athens to At¬ 
lanta. 

While a few listeners groused about 
the political messages in some of the 
songs brought to the festival, these 
works are relevant nonetheless. They 
will be sung again and again by festival 
attendees and by the 1/g choruses that 
continue to be founded as a result of 
the inspiration provided by GALA V. ▼
